The board decided 
they were discharged either because 
they were ‘tnion officers or had 
been active in soliciting new mem- 
bers and distributing union litera- 
ture. The company announced it 
would appeal. 

The decision described in detail 
the effort of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers, an American Federation 
of Labor Union, to get a foothold 
in the company’s Aliquippa (Pa.) 
plant. 

“These efforts were countered 
by systematic terror,” the board 
said. “Officers of the union and 
organizers who came into Aliquippa 
were followed about by the private 


cers were honored by the respond- 
ent with permanent shadows and 
were followed even into the neigh- 
boring town of Ambridge where 
they carried on their activities be- 
cause of the difficult situation in 
Aliquippa.” 

The board reported that 10,000 
of Aliquippa’s 30,000 inhabitants 
were employed by Jones & Laugh- 
lin, and that the company owns the 
steel railway system, a bus system, 
the water supply system and 674 
dwellings occupied by employes.

FIRE INSPECTOR 
SAYS ROPER LET 
SHE 


When Authorized by 
Congress in August.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—A fur- 
or over the American Merchant 
farine, which included a charge and 
denial that Secretary of Commerce 
Roper delayed action to increase 
safety at sea, attracted attention in 
the capital today. 

Billings Wilson, fire prevention 
official of the American Association 
of Port Authorities, "wrote Roper 
that his commerce department had 
taken no action to promulgate tech- 
nical regulations to safeguard crews 
and property on oil tankers, though 
Congress last August authorized it 
to do so. Since August, Wilson said, 
12 lives have been lost in catastro- 
phes to ships handling dangerous 
cargoes. 

Denying this charge, Roper said 
at Charleston, 8S. C., that “‘we are 
doing all we can to expedite mat- 
ters. We are just as anxious to 
pursue a program of sea safety as 
others, are to effect highway safe- 
ty.” 

Weaver Making Inquiry. 

Joseph B. Weaver, Chief of the 
Commerce Department’s Bureau of 
Navigation and Steamboat Inspec- 
tion, said that there had been “num- 
erous interruptions” in the opera- 
tions of American Merchant ships. 
Denying reports that from “300 to 
500 definite cases of insubordina- 
tion” by sailors had been*found, he 
said the causes of the interrup- 
tions would not be known until 
the windup of an inquiry he is mak- 
ing. He said his chief, Roper, had 
requested a “complete analysis of 
the situation.” 

‘Roper said there were no reports 
before him on numerous interrup- 
tions of operations. “If the inquiry 
shows that there is sufficient evi- 
dence, the matter will be placed be- 
fore me for investigation,” he said. 

Weaver's Statement. 

Weaver said in his statement: 

“Delays in the sailing of vessels 
caused by difficulty with the per- 
sonnel obviously can be caused by 
many different conditions and it is 
unfair to assume that these inter- 
ruptions are due to insubordination 
or any other particular cause until 
the matter has been studied. 

“For instance, some _ incidents 
may be the fault of the operators, 
the officers, conditions aboard the 
vessel, food served, the failure of 
either crew or operator to: live up 
to agreements and numerous other 
causes.

An extensive battle was reported 
in progress in the Waldia region. 
It was said to have begun yester- 
day. 

Tanks and planes were reported 
co-operating with Italian infantry 
in an action against Nasibu’s forces 
on the banks of the Fanfan River. 

Ethiopian sources stated that the 
Italians had been repulsed from 
Sasa Baneh and from Daggah Bur 
and that they had tried to attack 
through the Fafan valley. They 
were met by the army of Dedjaz- 
match Makonnen. The Ethiopians 
reported that he had defeated the 
Italians.

erce officials were angered at the 
tatement issued by TWA, later re- 
tracted, placing the blame for the 
crash on failure of the bureau's 
radio beam at Pittsburgh. They 
will demand of Fry why this state- 
ment was issued a few hours after 
word of the disaster became known. 

Senate Committee Inquiry. 

Besides Department of Commerce 
officials, Col. F. J. Hartney, chief 
expert for the Senate committee in- 
vestigating air safety, is here with 
wo assistants. Hartney said today 

at he would make his own report 
on the crash to Senator Copeland, 
chairman of the committee, and 
«that this report probably would be 
put into the record when the com- 
mittee resumes hearings some time 
next week.

This is only one of many uncer- 
tainties that confront the staff of 
investigators.

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TALL DARK WAN 
ADMITS RIDE WITH 
“GIRL FOUND DEAD 


He Appears and Testifies 
He and Miss Olevinski 
Parted at Tourist Cabin 
at 12:30 A. M. 


OPEN VERDICT AT 
CORONER’S INQUEST. 


He Says He Awakened at 
2 A. M. and Heard a 
Woman Had Been Killed 
but Went Home. 


Warren Brown, 6823 Plymouth 
avenue, University City, 24-year- 
old loan company investigator, ap- 


peared at the Sheriff's office at 
Clayton at 1:45 o’clock this morn- 
ing and identified himself as the 
“tall, dark young man” who left 
Dudley's Bar, 5316 Pershing ave- 
nue, Wednesday night with Miss 
Frances Olevinski, 23-year-old 
waitress at the Mark Twain Hotel 
who was found dead of a fractured 
skull three hours later—at 1:15 a. 
m. yesterday—at Manchester and 
Sappington roads, St. Louis County. 
Brown’s Testimony. 

Testifying at a Coroner’s inquest 
shortly before noon, Brown, who is 
6 feet 2 inches tall and of dark 
complexion, said he iast saw the 
young woman about 12:30 a. m., 
when she left a cabin at a tourist 
camp a short distance east of the 
point where her body was found, 
after spending an hour and a half 
with him in the cabin. 

She had said she was going to a 
restroom and while she was gone 
he fell asleep, he testified. Awak- 
ening at 2 a. m., he said, he in- 
quired at the camp office if she had 
been there and was told a young 
woman had been killed by an auto- 
mobile nearby and “that the driver 
had been arrested.” Not wanting to 
be implicated, he testified, he went 
home and did not learn until yes- 
terday afternoon that county au- 
thorities believed she had jumped 
or fallen from an automobile. 

A Coroner’s jury returned an open 
verdict, due to insufficient evidence 
and the need for further investiga- 
tion. Brown was returned to Clay- 
ton and released on $5000 bond to 
answer to any charge that might be 
made. 

Corroborative Account. 

Brown’s story corresponded in 
detail with accounts given by oth- 
er persons at Dudley’s bar as to 
occurrences up to the time Miss 
Olevinski suddenly left the place, 
without giving an explanation to 
her married escort, Darwin F. Den- 
man of Topeka, Kan., freight traf- 
fic representative of the Santa Fe 
Railroad. 

Miss Olevinski’s body was found 
lying near the north edge of «the 
pavement on Manchester road, just 
west of Sappington road. Coroner 
L. B. Tiernon said her injuries, 
which included fractures of _ the 
skull, left jaw, left clavicle and 
eight ribs, indicated she had 
jumped or been thrown from a 
moving automobile, rather than 
having been struck by an automo- 
bile. 

Brown Tells of Meeting. 

Brown testified he first saw Miss 
Olevinski Wednesday night when 
she left a group with whom she had 
been drinking at Dudley’s bar, ap- 
proached him at another seat at 
the bar and reminded him that she 
had waited on him at the Mark 
Twain. He remembered having 
seen her at the hotel, he testified. 

Miss Olevinski, who was known 
also as Nancy Olides, then asked 
him to take her home, saying she 
was “bored with her party,” Brown 
continued. He said he demurred, 
explaining he planned to meet a 
man friend there in a short time 
and suggesting that perhaps his 
friend would take her home. She 
did not approve of that idea, he tes- 
tified. 

After his friend arrived she ap- 
proached him again in the lobby 
of the Commodore Apartments, 
which the bar adjoins, and they 
conversed in a telephone booth for 
several minutes, Miss Olevinski still 
trying to persuade him to take her 
home, Brown related. — 

He rejoined his friend in the tap- 
room and about 10 o’clock they 
started to leave, each going in his 
own car, he testified. As he was 
Starting away in his car he found 
the young woman had followed 
him, he said, and at her insistence, 
he agreed to drive her to her home 
at 4149 Washington boulevard. 

Says She Changed Mind. 

When they got to Sarah street, 
Brown testified, she said she had 
changed her mind about going home 
and asked him to take her instead 
to see her former husband, saying 
he lived on Manchester, west of 
North and South road. 

Brown said he agreed, but after 
they got started he discovered that 
she merely wanted to go for a ride. 
They stopped for a drink at a tav- 
ern on Manchester road, near North 
and South road. While there, “by 
mutual agreement,” they decided 
to go to the tourist camp cabin, he 
related. 

“We got out to the cabin about 
11 o'clock,” he testified. “About 
12.30, she got up and said she was 
going to the rest room. Neither 
one of us had been intoxicated, but 
I fell asleep. I woke up about 2, 
saw she was not there, looked 
around the rest room and then 
went to the proprietor’s house.

I asked if a young woman had 
called for a cab from there. She 
asked me what the girl looked like 
and I described her. She said, ‘I 
just can’t tell you what happened,’ 
and catied her husband, who told 
me about the young woman having 
been killed on the highway. 

“IT understood the proprietor to 
say the driver had been arrested 
and I told him I didn’t want to be 
implicated and we had a gentle- 
man’s agreement.

Brown Cross-Examined. 


On cross-examination by Prose- 
cuting Attorney C. Arthur Ander- 
son, Brown testified he was unable 
to sleep on reaching home. Going 
to work at Alton yesterday, he saw 
in the newspapers that authorities 
were seeking the “tall dark young 
man” who had been with Miss 
Olevinski, on the theory she had 
fallen from a car. 

He said he talked with his su- 
periors at the Household Finance 
Corporation, where he is employed, 
and they agreed he should surren- 
der. He and his superiors went to 
the tourist camp, where his su- 
perior verified his story, he testi- 
fied. 

Walter Wilmes, proprietor of the 
camp, which is about 200 yards east 
of the point where the body was 
found, was the next witness. He 
testified Brown pulled up at the 
camp, apparently alone, about 11 p. 
m. and said he wanted to rent a 
cabin for a few hours and “rest.” 
The proprietor assigned Brown to 
a cabin next to the one in which 
Wilmes stayed, Brown drove his 
roadster alongside, paid the pro- 
prietor $1 and went in, Wilmes said. 

Woman Walking Down Road. 

Some time later, Bertha Kaelin, 
a girl employed at the camp, called 
his attention to a woman walking 
down the road, Wilmes continued. 
He said he told the girl to call the 
woman in, explaining he and his 
wife sometimes gave free lodging 
to hikers who passed at night. 
About this time, however, the lights 
of a passing automobile disclosed 
that the pedestrian was well- 
dressed, and Wilmes said he com- 
mented, “She’s no hiker,” and did 
not invite her in. 


About 1 a. m., Wilmes testified, 
he heard sirens at Sappington road, 
went there and learned a woman’s 
body had been found. He said he 
told police he had seen a woman 
walking in that direction a short 
time before; but was unable to iden- 
tify her as tre one who was killed. 


Wilmes corroborated Brown's ac- 
count of their conversation when 
the latter inquired about his com- 
panion at 2 a. _m., except that 
Wilmes denied he had told Brown 
that the driver of the car which 
killed the young woman had been 
arrested. He quoted Brown as say- 
ing, “My God! This puts me in an 
awful spot.” Wilmes testified he 
was positive Brown’s automobile 
had not been moved from the time 
he parked it at the camp until 2:30 
or 2:45 a. m. 

At the conclusion of the ques- 
tioning of Wilmes, Stanley Olevin- 
ski, brother of the dead woman, rose 
and asked if he might ask a ques- 
tion. With W. F. Drescher, attor- 
ney who accompanied Brown, he 
moved forward. Drescher put the 
question. 

“Did you, at any time after you 
saw this girl walking west on the 
highway, notice a bus go west past 
your place?” 

“After I saw her,” Wilmes an-

swered, “I saw a red Missouri Pa- 
cific bus go west at a high rate of 
speed.” This ended the testimony. 

Testimony about the bus was 
brought out in connection with an 
inquiry by county authorities, 
which led to the detention of D. A. 
Miller of Kansas City, driver of a 
Missouri Pacific bus, on his ar- 
rival from Kansas City on his bus 
this morning. 

Miller told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he drove a bus from St. 
Louis to Kansas City Wednesday 
night, leaving the depot at Bight- 
eenth and Olive streets at mid- 
night, going west on Manchseter 
and passing through Maplewood on 
schedule at 12:21 a. m. yesterday. 

He said he had no recollection 
of an accident at any time on the 
trip and that he saw no damage to 
the bus on his arrival at Kansas 
City.

GAS-DAMAGED TREE 
IS VALUED AT $1985 


Witnesses for City in $200,000 
Suit Appraise Soft Maple , 
at 4050 Connecticut. 


A soft maple tree with a diameter 
of 34 inches in front of 4050 Con- 
necticut street, was valued at 
$1985 by witnesses for the city in 
its $200,000 suit against the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. for damage to trees 
by gas from leaky mains, testi- 
mony in which has been concluded 
before Referee Karol Korngold. He 
will file his report with Circuit 
Judge Granville Hogan. 

The city, represented by Assiste 
ant City Counselor Harold Hanke, 
contended the cost of replacing 
108 trees in various parts of the 
city, each with another tree identi- 
cal as to kind and size, would to- 
tal $45,865, miscellaneous expenses 
bringing the amount needed to 
$50,000. In addition, $150,000 tres- 
pass damages were asked. 

Trees were valued by the city at 
from $50 for a four-inch sycamore 
to $1985 for the big maple. These 
figures were supported by the tes- 
timony of City Forester Ludwig 
Baumann, Carl Geibel, park de- 
partment landscape architect, and 
Charles W. Fullgraf, who conducts 
a landscaping business at Clayton, 

It was explained that replacing 
such trees as the maple which has 
been taken down, would entail re- 
moval and replacement of _ side- 
walks, paving and telephone wires, 
Another item was insurance on the 
tree for a period of three years. 

Leaves wilted, remaining on the 
trees, bark fell off and the ground 
about the tree acquired a bluish 
color as a result of gas from mains 
beneath, they testified In many 
cases gas could be smelled, it was 
testified. 

Carroll G. Stribling, attorney for 
the company, denied any liability 
but in reply to the city’s valuation 
of the trees placed the value of 
none at more than $50. J. D. Allen, 
tree expert, testified as to this value 
and said the Connecticut street tree 
valued by the city at $1985 would 
soon have acquired a diameter of 
40 inches and might then be ex- 
pected to die. 

Stribling argued it was imprac- 
tical to replace large trees and that 
specimens three to four inches in 
diameter should be used.

Muench, Dr. Pitzman said they had 
not been unusually close friends.

Dr. Bredeck Tells of Filing of Birth 
Certificate. 


Health Commissioner Joseph F. 
Bredeck of St. Louis, the first wit- 
ness at the morning session, told 
of a filing of a birth certificate by 
Dr. Muench, Aug. 28, last, purport- 
ing to show the birth of a baby to 
his wife on Aug. 18. The baby, as 
determined by the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals last fall, was one born to 
Anna Ware Aug. 17. 

Dr. Bredeck testified that Dr. 
Muench, after filing the birth cer- 
tificate, failed to comply with his 
| request for additional evidence that 
there had been a birth as the cer- 
| tificate purported to show. 

The Health Commisioner's tes- 
\timony was largely the same that 
he gave in the Court of Appeals 
_ hearing. He said that Dr. Muench 
| told him, in response to a ques- 
| tion, that he was the only physician 


'who attended Mrs. Muench. Al- |

Dr. Bredeck Cross-Examineda. 

In cross-examination Dr. Bre- 
deck was asked if Mrs. Muench, 
during the habeas corpus proceed- 
ing, had not asked him to examine 
her, presumably to establish 
whether she had given birth to a 
baby. He said that she had made 
such a request and that he had re- 
fused to do do. He was not, he 
explained, a specialist in obstetrics 
or gynecology and did not feel com- 
petent to make the examination. 
And, he added, his only interest in 
the matter was in connection with 
his official duties as Health Com- 
missioner, dealing, as such, with 
Dr. Muench, who had filed the 
questioned birth certificate. 

Mathews developed then, that 
late in September, about a month 
before Dr. Bredeck’s conversation 
with Mrs. Muench, he had request- 
ed Dr. Muench to consent to exam- 
ination of his wife by two'reputable 
obstetricians, but that Dr. Muench 
had refused to do so. 

The element of time, he said, 
would be a factor in determining 
the conclusiveness of any examina- 
tion such as was suggested, that 
is, the evidence of childbirth would 
be more apparent the earlier it 
were made. 

Under further cross-examination 
by Jones, Dr. Bredeck was led into 
such remote fields as the antiquity 
of the science of obstetrics and 
percentage of children delivered by 
midwives. 

Defense Questions Mrs. Lazaroff. 

Kitty Lazaroff, former maid in 
the Muench home, who was a wit- 
ness yesterday, was recalled for 
cross examination. 

Defense counsel, seeking to dis- 


credit Mrs. Grace Thomasson’s tes-, 


timony that she was in the Muench 
home when Dr. Muench performed 
a minor operation on his wife to 
make it appear she had undergone 
childbirth, asked Mrs. Lazaroff to 
describe the interior of the hom~. 

She became confused and was 
uncertain about the room arrange- 
ment, but did say there was an 
eléctric stove in the kitchen. : Mrs. 
Thomasson had testified she steril- 
ized surgical instruments in the 
kitchen on a stove which she 
thought burned gas. 

Defendant Jones, cross-examining 
Mrs. Lazaroff, asked if Mra. Muench 


had not had guests every day and 
evening. Mrs. Thomasson had said 
there had been few guests at the 
Muench home in the late spring of 
last yoar. 

Mrs. Lazaroff's reply was nohelp 
to Jones. “No, there weren't many 
callers,” she said. “You were there 
more than anyone.” 

“Well, at the time you were 
fired?” Jones pursued. “If it comes 
to that,” retorted the witness angri- 
ly, “Mrs. Muench still owes me 15 
days’ pay.” 

“You don’t like Mrs. Muench, do 
you?” Jones inquired. “Yes, I like 
her,” said Mrs. Lazaroff. “I’d put 
forth every effort to convert her.” 

Cross-examination of Christine 
Krout brought out nothing of im- 
portance. Defense counsel next 
took up cross-examination of Miss 
Florence Shaw, Jewish Hospital 
nurs<, who received the Price baby. 

She was asked by Defense Coun- 
sel Gutting about her statement 
published in the Post-Dispatch last 
Sept. 20, which described the wom- 
an who, with Jones, took the baby 
to the hospital as about 35 years 
old, inclined to plumpness, and hav- 
ing naturally light hair. Mrs. Ber- 
royer, whom Miss Shaw identified 
in court yesterday as the woman 
with Jones and the baby, is not 
inclined to plumpness, and her hair 
is dark. 

Miss Shaw said she had not made 
any positive statement about the 
woman's appearance to the 
Post-Dispatch reporter who ques- 
tioned her. She said she had told 
him the woman was not a distinct 
blond but did not have real dark 
hair. She did have the impression 
she said, that the woman was in- 
clined to plumpness. “But,” she 
added, “I clearly recall her face.” 

Jones, in the course of a lengthy 
cross examination which developed 
nothing, started to introduce a 
photograph of Mrs. Thomasson 
which, he added, was a picture of 
“a woman about 35 years old, with 
naturally light hair, and inclined 
to plumpness.”

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Yesterday’s Testimony 
At the Muenches’ Trial 


Mrs. Thomasson’s Cross-Examination — Dr. 
Aaron Levy and Four Other Wit- 
\ nesses Heard at Kahoka.

KAHOKIA, Mo., April 10.—After

Dr. Aaron Levy, chief of the de- 
partment of pediatrics at the Jew- 
ish Hospital, who saw the Price 
baby at the Munech home; Nurse 


Shaw, who received the baby at the 


- Jewish Hospital, where it died last 


in cross-examina- | 


July 16; Albert Hoppe, the under- 
‘taker who buried the infant; Miss 
'Krout, a masseuse who befriended 
‘the child’s mother, Estelle Oberg, 
‘and Mrs. Lazaroff. 

Testimony of Dr. Levy. 

Dr. Levy added to the testimony 
he gave in the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals the significant statement 
that Mrs. Muench, when he called 
at her home to treat the Price 
baby, told him she was happy final- 
ly to have a baby, and was grieved 
over the “desperately critical” con- 
dition of the child. 

He repeated his testimony that 
Dr. Muench, who had summoned 
him, had suggested it was unnec- 
essary for any one to know the 
baby was there, to which Dr. Levy 
said he replied, “IX know how to be 
discreet, but I will not be a party 


to any deception.” It was Dr. Levy 
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two and three piece suits 
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who directed that the baby be 
taken to the hospital. 

On the occasion of his visit, Dr. 
Levy said, he observed no indica- 
tion of approaching motherhood in 
the appearance of Mrs. Muench. 
This was five weeks before Dr. and 
Mrs. Muench announced the birth 
of a son to them. 

Cross-examination of Dr. Levy 
was devoted principally to an ef- 
fort to suggest to the jury that: 
his personal life had not been un- 
blemished. Despite the fact that 
the Court sustained objections to 
this line of inquiry, Dr. Levy in- 
sisted on being permitted to deny 
under oath the insinuations con- 
tained in the questions put to him 
by defense counsel. Counsel de- 
veloped, in a later phase of this 
inquiry, that Dr. Levy had been 
sued for alienation of affections by 
the former husband of his present 
wife, and that the case had been 
settled. 

On redirect examination, Pros- 
ecutor Mathews asked why Dr. 
Levy had requested Dr. Muench to 
accompany him to the curb when 
Dr. Levy left the Muench home last 
July 11, an incident to which Dr. 
Levy had previously referred. 

“Because there was a charge of 
kidnaping hanging over that house- 
hold,” Dr. Levy answered, “and I 
did not want to be seen coming out 
of that house alone. It was under 
observation and I wanted it known 
that the husband of that household 
came out with mc.” 


Nurse Shaw on Stand. 

Miss Shaw told again of receiv- 
ing the Price baby at the Jewish 
Hospital on the night of July 11, 
and again said it was Wilfred 
Jones and Helen Berroyer who took 
the child there. For the first time, 
Miss Shaw saw Mrs. Thomasson the 
night before her appearance here 
as a witness, and she said in re- 
sponse to a question, that Mrs. 
Thomasson was not the woman who 
accompanied Jones. 

The clothes slip from the hospital 
records, signed, Miss Shaw said, by 
Mrs. Berroyer with the signature 


to evidence. Mrs. Berroyer is the 
daughter of Mrs. Mayme Hawker 
Meyers. 


Price baby, at the direction of 
Jones, he testified, told the jury 
that his bill of $25 had not yet been 
paid. 

Miss Christine Krout, from whose 
home Jones took the so-called Price 
baby last July, added nothing to the 
testimony she had given in the 
habeas corpus case. She said Jones 
called for the baby in a car with 
a Texas license after he had told 
her he wanted it for clients of his, 
a wealthy professional man and his 
wife. A woman, whom she did not 
see closely, waited in the car while 
Jones took the baby, Miss Krout 
testified. Preceding her, Mrs. 
race Thomasson testified Jones said 
Mrs. Muench had gone to the Krout 
home with him on that occasion. 

Mrs. Lazaroff Testifies. 

Mrs. Kitty Lazaroff, former 
housemaid for the Muenches, also 
a witness in the habeas corpus 
case, testified again that Mrs. 
Muench in the spring of 1935 re- 
marked as she left home on a 
Saturday afternoon that she was 
going out to make an old friend, a 
physician, believe she was going to 
have a baby. 

When Mrs. Lazaroff suggested 
that might be difficult, she testi- 
fied, Mrs. Muench said, “Oh, Ill 
make him believe it, and he’s just 
the man—he’s like an old washer- 
woman and he’ll scatter it all over 
town.” Mrs. Thomasson testified 
in the present case that Mrs. 
Muench sought her aid in obtain- 
ing a baby, explaining she wanted 
to convince her friend, Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman, that he was the father 
and so obtain a large sum of money 
from him. 

Jones and Mrs. Thomasson. 

The defendant Jones, once the 
good friend and at one time the 
attorney for the much-married Mrs. 
Thomasson, in his cross-examina- 
tion of her, clung tenaciously to the 
hope that he could persuade her 
to return to the story which he 
and she sought ta peddle to St. 
Louis newspapers for $5000 that 
she was the “nurse” who took 
charge of the Price baby, and later 
Anna Ware’s baby when they were 
taken from their mothers. 

Mrs. Thomasson, however, disap- 
pointed him. She insisted that it 
was he who concocted that story, 
that she had urged him to “confess” 
but that he had said he would go 
to jail before he would do that. 

“I discovered, Wilfred, that I was 
on the wrong road, and had been 
for a long time,” Mrs. Thomasson 
volunteered. “I had two children 
and wanted to make a clean breast 
of it.” 

Jones, referring to a visit he and 
Mrs. Thomasson had made to the 
home of Mrs. Rebecca Winner, re- 
tired midwife, where Anna Ware's 
baby was born, asked if Mrs. 
Thomasson had not told Mrs. Win- 
ner then that she was the woman 
who took Miss Ware’s baby from 
there. 
| “No,” Mrs, Thomasson replied, 
“You told me to speak to her as

Questioned as to Purpose.

HOUSE PASSES 
BILL FOR RURAL 
ELECTRIFICATION 


Measure, Which Provides 
$410,000,000, Goes 
Back to Senate for Action 
on Amendments. 


$50,000,000 TO 
BE SPENT IN 1937 


After That $40,000,000 a 
Year for Nine Years Is to 
Come From _ Treasury 


Funds. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The 
House passed yesterday by a voice 
vote the Norris-Rayburn bill for 
rural electrification and returned 
it to the Senate for action on 
amendments. 

The measure provides for an out- 
lay of $410,000,000. 

The program originally was for 
$1,000,000,000 but was pared down 
before passage in the Senate at 
President Roosevelt’s request. 

Authority to Lend Money. 

The measure would set up a rural 
electrification administration — in 
place of the present temporary 
agency created by executive order 
—empowered to lend to states, mu- 
nicipalities, farm co-operatives and 
others, including private power 
companies, for building of farm 
power lines and for wiring and 
other incidental installations. 

For the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1937, $50,000,000 would be au- 
thorized from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and $40,000,000 
for each of the next nine years 
from regular Treasury funds. It 
would be required that the projects 
be self-liquidating within 25 years 
at not less than 3 per cent interest. 

The chief attack came from Rep- 
resentatives Wadsworth (Rep.), 
New York, and Merritt (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, both members of the In- 
terstate Commerce Committee 
which handled the bill, although 
Representative Rankin (Dem.), 
Mississippi, led a fight to prohibit 
loans to private power companies. 
His amendment was defeated, 49 
to 60, 

Wadsworth offered, unsuccessful- 
ly, an amendment to limit the 
lending to 85 per cent of the value 
of the projects. Saying the Dill 
would require no cther security 
than the property financed by the 
loans, he contended other lending 
agencies would not think of mak- 
ing such 100 per cent loans. 

“I predict if an act of God strikes 
one of these lines the Government 
will have to take it over, unless the 
administrator requires the rates 
charged to be large enough to pro- 
vide a cushion, in which case they 
will be prohibitive,” Wadsworth 
said, 

“T am tired, tired and sick of the 
disillusionment handed out to 


farmers by Congress.” 
Opposition by Merritt. | 

Merritt protested against “the 
undemocratic condition of giving 
one man unlimited control over a 
large amount of money to use 
throughout the United States,” he 
criticised, “making emergency 
agencies permanent.” 

Chairman Rayburn of the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee said, 
“I do not believe in the socializa- 
tion of this industry and I think it 
should stay in private hands.” 

“This bill is not written with the 
idea we are going to punish some- 
body by paralleling their lines,” 
Rayburn said. “This is to bring 
electricity to afeas without it. What 
we are interested in is rural elec- 
trification—a little more comfort 


and a little more lrappiness for the 
people out there on the farms. 
“The problem of unemployment 
is permanent in the industrial cen- 
ters and something must be done 
to make the farm attractive where 
they can go and earn their bread.”

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COSTIGAN TD RETIRE 
~ FROM U. 5. SENATE 


Announces He Will Not Seek 
Re-election in Fall Due 
to Ill Health, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 10.-—Sen- 
ator Edward P. Costigan ‘(Dem.), 
Colorado, announced iast night he 
would not be a candidate for re- 
election this fall because of ill- 
health. A statement issued from his 
“ office said his decision was made 
at the insistance of his physicians 
that he take a prolonged rest. 
Costigan’s secretary, Lee F. John- 


gon, said the Senator was suffering 
from overwork and nervous ex- 
haustion. He declined to say wheth- 
er Costigan had become worse re- 
cently nor would he say where Cos- 
tigan is resting, presumably in 
Florida. 

Costigan has been in poor health 
for some time, and several weeks 
ago underwent hospital treatment. 
Absent from the Senate since 
March 20, he drove South, telling 
friends that he intended to rest in 
Florida. 

Dr, George W. Calver, physician 
for members of Congress, said that 
he heard indirectly from Costigan 
Wednesday and that the Senator 
was recuperating. 

Costigan was elected to the Sen- 
ate in 1930, this being his first 
term, which expires in 1937. He 
was the Senate leader on sugar leg- 
islation, having been co-author of 
the Costigan-Jones Sugar Act, an 
amendment to the AAA. During re- 
cent months he had worked on a 
substitute control plan to replace 
the AAA sugar program. Social re- 
form, labor legislation, anti-lynch- 
ing proposals and other measures 
also drew his attention. 


Colorado Governor Declines to Say 
Whether He Will Seek Seat. 
By the Associated Press 

DENVER, Colo., April 10.—Gov. 
Ed C. Johnson declined to say last 
night whether he would be a can- 
didate for the United States Senate 
seat which Senator Costigan iis re- 
linquishing. 

Gov. Johnson had been discussed 
as a possible primary opponent of 
Costigan for more than a year, 
during whiich he repeatedly had 
attacked the Senator's policies on 
verious questions. 

Administration of the WPA in 
Colorado by Paul D. Shriver, a 
Costigan supporter, aalso drew the 
Governor's fire. He charged Shriv- 
er’'s appointment was “purely polit- 
ical,” and subsequently contended 
Shriver was attempting to use the 
Works Progress organization “to 
build a Tammany Hall in Colorado 
for Costigan.”

RIO DE JANEIRO, April 10.— 
Chief of Police Filinto Mueller is- 
sued a statement yesterday term- 
‘ing “inexact” the assertion of Rep- 
resentative Vito Mareantonio (Rep.) 
New York, in the United States 
House of Representatives that Vic- 
tor A. Barron, an American, died 
as the result of mistreatment by 
Brazilian police. 

Mueller asserted that Joseph R. 
Brodsky, New York attorney, who 
was quoted by Marcantonio as say- 
ing Barron was beaten and stabbed 
while in police custody, would 
have learned the facts of Barron’s 
suicide “if he had consulted’ the 
police or the United States’ Em- 
bassy.” 

The police official said the Em- 
bassy was in contact with the po- 
lice from the day of Barron's ar- 
rest, and was kept informed of de- 
velopment throughout case.

WrlY ROOSEVELT TALK 
WENT 10 BALTIMORE 


Newspaper Says First Cam- 
paign Speech Was Originally 
Set for Virginia. 


By the Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, Md., April 10.—The 
Sun says plans for President Roose- 


velt’s inaugural campaign speech 
here Monday were arranged in 
Washington, and the Young Democ- 
cratic Clubs of Maryland “ordered” 
to carry them out. 

Originally, it states, the Jeffer- 
son Day address by the Chief Ex- 
ecutive was scheduled for Monti- 
cello, Virginia, home of the famous 
Democrat. 

The newspaper says Baltimore’s 
practical politicians are inclined 
to view the President’s scheduled 
appearance as “a bit of strategic 
‘window-dressing for the forth- 
coming campaign.” 

“It was projected, and plans for 
it were in nebulous form before 
the death of former Gov. Ritchie, 
whose Anti-New Dealism placed 
Maryland conspicuously in the na- 
tional picture and made the state 
important politically,” the Sun con- 
tinues. 

Practical politicians “claim they 
were not consulted at all about ar- 
rangements ...and that plans for 
it were formulated in Washington 
and passed on with orders to carry 
them out to the young Democratic 
Clubs of Maryland, financially sup- 
ported by Sumner Wells, Assistant 
Secretary of State,” the newspaper 
asserts, 

“The same organization, also fol- 
lowing plans drafted in Washing- 
ton, provided the dinner-dance set- 
ting for Senator (Millard E.) Tyd- 
ings declaration last month in favor 
of the Roosevelt candidacy . 

“Although they admit that Balti- 
more’s proximity to the capital may 
have been a factor in its selection 
for a speech commemorating the 
birthday of Thomas Jefferson, 
those who profess to be informed 
assert that Jefferson’s home, Monti- 
cello, was originally settled upon 
as the setting. 

“However, they point out that 
Maryland's primary, in which the 
President has been entered and will 
be opposed by Henry Breckenridge, 
will take place May 4 and in ad- 
vance of the primaries in a num- 
ber of other states.” 

The newspaper adds that, despite 
Maryland’s position near the “bor- 
der line” in various polls, none of 
the more important politicians have 
expressed the slightest doubt that 
Roosevelt will “win in a walk.”

Travis, carpenter, of 
Castleberry, Ala. 

Merritt said the informations also 
would charge tampering with a rail- 
road track and conspiracy to com- 
mit a felony. 

Investigating officers said they 
found a shoe near a curve on the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad line 
where all the spikes had been re- 
moved from a rail: A bloodhound, 
they added, sniffed at the shoe and 
led them to an abandoned truck, 
later found to belong to Vann.

Travis was with Mrs. Vann once 
when she discussed the matter with 
him. Before all was set for the 
second attempt, Mrs. Vann told him 
she wanted to kill her husband,” 

Although Sheriff Gandy and Mer- 
ritt said Travis was Mrs. Vann's 
admirer, both denied their relations 
had been improper. Neither Travis 
nor Mrs. Vann would discuss the 
alleged plot, other than to deny 
they had any part in it.

FATE OF FATHER TI'S 
CARTES UNDEDIE 


Archbishop Glennon Says, “We 
Suppose They Will 
Continue.” 


Questions as to continuance of 
Mer. Timothy Dempsey’s eharities, 
which rest ultimately with the au- 
thorities of the Archdiocese of St. 
Louis will go over until after Eas- 
ter. Father Dempsey’s Hotel, his 
Working Women’s Hotel and Con- 
valescent Home, his Free Lunch- 
room anti-tuberculosis work, are 
still in operation. 

“We suppose they will continue,” 
Archbishop Glennon said today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter in answer to 
an inquiry. “Just how, is a ques- 
tion. It will involve conferring 
with a number of persons, and 
‘there may not be anything definite 
until next week, but the institutions 
will go on meanwhile.” 

Mgr. Dempsey’s will, filed yester- 
day, left his estate, estimated as 
less than $10,000, as follows: $1000 
to Mgr. P. P. Crane, pastor of Holy 
Name Church and Vicar General of 
the archdiocese, for masses; the 
residue of the estate equally to the 
Little Sisters of the Poor and the 
Helpers of Holy Souls. The former 
sisterhood has homes for the aged, 
and took charge of some old men 
for whom Father Dempsey was un- 
able to care at his hotel. The latter 
sisterhood cares for orphan and 
abandoned Negro infants. Mer. 
Crane was named executor without 
bond. 

“Whatever assets I have,” the 
will stated,’ “I have received for 
distribution to the poor, which I 
have done so far. as I could; and 
whatever remains after my death 
may be so distributed.” He then 
made the dispositions stated, with 
no specific mention of the institu- 
tions with which he was asociated. 

Mer. Crane, filing the will at Pro- 
bate Court, was asked as to the fu- 
ture of the institutions. “Many are 
asking that question,” he replied. 
“Is there a man in St. Louis, priest 
or laymna, who can carry on Fa- 
ther Tim’s charities?” 

Vincent Dempsey, attorney, broth- 
er of Mgr. Dempsey, explained that 
the priest, in his lifetime, spent 
$40,000 in the purchase of real estate 
for the use of his charities, and at 
least as much more in enlarging 
and improving the buildings. These 
funds were mostly contributed by 
supporters of “Father Tim’s” work. 
The Working Women’s Hotel, 1421 
Hogan street, and the headquarters 
of the White Cross anti-tuberculosis 
work, 3525 Cozens avenue, were 
held in the name of the Dempsey 
Hotels, Inc. The original Father 
Dempsey’s Hotel, for men, is in an 
old public school building, for which 
$100 a month rent was paid to the 
Board of Education. Vincent Demp- 
sey estimated the cost of operating 
all the charities at $5000 a month.

It was written by Frederick H. 
Payne, Assistant Secretary of War 
under Patrick J. Hurley, and ad- 
dreased to the then Attorney-Gen- 


eral, 

Lieutenant-Colonel William R. 
Gruber, who was on duty in Payne's 
office at the time, insisted that the 
letter be read into the record. 

Robert J. Byers, State service of- 
ficer of the Michigan American Le- 
gion, and a George S. Kreiger, are 
now under indictment in the South- 
ern District of New York for con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government 
in the sale of army surplus sup- 
plies. 

Byers first submitted the plan 
for distribution of the goods to the 
needy through the Legion. 

Didn’t Tell Committee. 

Chairman McSwain (Dem.), South 
Carolina, sought to learn why Gru- 
ber and other War Department of- 
ficials, who had knowledge of plans 
by Byers and. Kreiger to divert 
the goods from charitable to pri- 
vate uses, did not inform the com- 
mittee before it approved the Le- 
gion’s program. 

Payne's letter said, in part: 

“This department has been in- 
formed that about 4000 army over- 
coats, said to be those recently sold 
to a representative of the Amer- 
ican Legion at Detroit, intended 
only for use of the unemployed of 
that State, were sold by Max Seigel, 
New York, to Linden Brothers, Inc., 
of London, Durbon and Natal and 
shipped July 2, 1932, for Cape- 
town.” 

“It appears to me,” commented 
Representative Wilcox (Dem.), 
Florida, “that somebody sold this 
committee down the river.” 

Gruber teld the committee that 
Joe Silverman, a dealer in War De- 
partment; surplus goods, came to 
him before the Military Committee 
approved the Legion's plan as sub- 
mitted by Byers. He testified Sil- 
verman informed him Byers and 
Kreiger were considering obtaining 
surpluses below cost and diverting 
them to private business channels, 

Gruber said he conveyed this in- 
formation to then Assistant Secre- 
tary Payne and other War Depart- 
ment officials, but did not advise 
the committee of the situation when 
he appeared before it in connection 
with the American Legon’s plan. 

Criticised by Committee. 

Chairman McSwain insisted it 
was Gruber’s duty to have advised 
the committee of his knowledge of 
the reported conspiracy. Gruber 
answered he believed he had per- 
formed his duty as an officer “100 
per cent.” 

“Why didn't you tell this commit- 
tee you feared Byers was trying to 
put over a fraudulent scheme, warn 
us of this sinister plan. and not let 
him impose upon this committee?” 
asked McSwain. 

“I passed the information iA my 
possession up to my superiors,” an- 
swered Gruber. “I am an officer 
in a military organization. I re- 
ported to my chief and did not con- 
sider it my duty to report to this 
committee.” 

Gruber said he believed the then 
Quartermaster-General and the As- 
sistant Secretary of War were pres- 
ent when he testified before the 
committee in 1932. He added he 
did not think it was possible such 
a scheme as had been reported 
could be worked.

NEW YORK, April 10.—Major 
Leegue owners, optimistic to the 
last, agreed yesterday that next 
Tuesday, opening day, would be one 
of golden sunshine and estimated 
that 201,000 persons will be in the 
stands. 

In the event of inclement weath- 
er, they will settle for 150,000, they 
admit. 

Largest crowd of the day is ex- 
pected to watch the Gaints and 
Dodgers at the Polo Grounds. All 


reserved seats have been sold al- 
ready and Giants’ officials predict 
that 40,000 unreserved seats will be 
sold Tuesday. This will kite the 
crowd to 58,000. 

In Cincinnati, Reds’ officials are 
not even taking a chance on the 
weather. They have sold over 25,- 
000 tickets already for their game 
with the Pirates and the capacity 
of 33,000 is anticipated. 

President Will Attend. 

Capacity crowds of 25,000 also 
loom as the world champion Tig- 
ers start defense of their title 
against the Indians at Cleveland 
and the Cubs open their drive for 
another pennant against the Cardi- 
nals at St. Louis. 

President Roosevelt, just back 
from the South, should be in fine 
condition for the opener in the cap- 
ital between the Senators and the 
Yankees, but even this fact is not 
expected to fill the park. Only 20,- 
000, 12,000 less than capacity, were 
anticipated today. 

When Connie Mack takes his Ath- 
letics to Boston for an intramural 
game with his old players, 20,000 
probably will look on from the 
Fenway Park stands. This esti- 
mate may go higher, it is thought, 
with Boston nursing hopes that the 
Red Sox are off on a pennant cam- 
paign. 

In point of attendance, the Phil- 
lies-Boston Bees’ contest at Phila- 
delphia and the White Sox-Brown 
game at Chicago are not given 
much chance of breaking any rec- 
ords. Approximately 15,000 may 
watch the Chicago inaugural but 
this figure may be whittled be- 
cause of the great interest in the 
primary election Tuesday. Phila- 
delphia estimates a crowd of 10,000. 

To Sell Beer at Park. 

Fans will find several changes in 
the nation’s ball parks this season. 
They will be able to buy a glass of 
beer in the Boston parks, for exam- 
ple, and they will be able to stretch 
farther in the roomier seats _in- 
stalled in Wrigley Field, Chicago. 

The right field wall has been 
moved 47 feet closer to home plate 
in Detroit by the erection of a new 

double-deck pavilion, but a 30-foot 
screen has been put up to prevent 
“cheap homers.” Instead of mov- 
ing the fences, club officials have 
moved the Boston Bees’ diamond 
20 feet nearer the grandstand and 
just that much farther from home 
plate to all fences. 

In Yankee Stedium, wooded 
bleachers have been replaced by a 
concrete stand, and a loud speaking 
system has been installed.

JAHNCKE FROM OLYMPIC 
COMMITTEE IS REPORT 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—The Her- 
ald Tribune said today a movement 
has been started to oust Ernest Lee 


Jahncke, former Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy and one of the 
three American members of the In- 
ternational Olympic Committee, 
from the committee when it meets 
next summer during the Olympic 
games in Berlin. 

The New Orleans sportsman, who 
has been a member of the Interna- 
tional Committee for nine years, ex- 
pressed opposition to American par- 
ticipation in the games last fall be- 
fore the hotly-disputed question was 
threshed out at the annual meet- 
ing of the Amateur Athletic Union. 
He voiced his opposition in a pre- 
pared statement in connection with 
correspondence with Count Henri 
Baillet-Latour, president of the I. 
O. C., who suggested that Jahncke 
ought to resign from the commit- 
tee. 

The paper said the International 
Committee will resort to a rule 
which permits it to expel a mem- 
ber on the ground of failure to at- 
tend meetings.

Immediately on landing in the 
United States, Blattner and Tin- 
dall competed in the fifth annual 
national table tennis tourney, open 
to foreigners for the first time, held 
at Philadelphia, April 2 to 4, and 
won by Viktor Barna of Hungary. 
Blattner was defeated in five 
games in the semifinals by Abe 
Berenbaum of New York, defend- 


ing champion, who was defeated by 
Barna in the finals after Barna 
had upset Jimmy McClure. The 
world champion doubles team. of 
Biattner and McClure’ defeated 
Barna and Glancz of Hungary in 
the doubles finals. 

Asked concerning his experiences 
in Czechoslovakia and the unex- 
pected defeat of Barna in the men’s 
singles event, in which Barna was 
an overwhelming favorite to win 
for the sixth time, Blattner said 
that several factors other than act- 
ual play helped to bring about the 
champion's downfall. 

“Most noticeable was the lack of 
sportsmanship on the part of spec- 
tators,” said Blattner. “This was 
partly brought about by the intense 
rivalry and bitter feeling existing 
between the Hungarians and the 
Czechs in the table tennis world. 

No Cheers for Other Side. 

“When Barna entered the arena 
to play his Czech opponent in the 
third round of the men’s singles, his 
approach was greeted with abso- 
lute silence from the crowd of 5000 
spectators. Barna’s great shots 
were met by the same cold spec- 
tator response, while his opponent 
was cheered for as long as five 
minutes after making good shots. 
Barna was unable to overcome his 
surroundings and lost.” 

Blattner said his own experience 
gave further proof of the sports- 
manship, or lack of it, on the part 
of spectators. 

“McClure and I were playing the

erate in all W. G. A. tournaments. 

The stymie question, claimed by a 
great opposition element to impose 
a too severe penalty on a player who 
reached the green in good order only 
to find his path to the cup blocked 
by a more or less accidental maneu- 
ver by his opponent, has been the 
subject of many a locker-room flow 
of oratory. The defenders have in- 
sisted as warmly that the stymie is 
a natural part of the game and 
should be retained. 

The United States Golf Associa- 
tion was sturdily stuck with the 
latter group, insisting that they 
should be played as they lie on the 
greens. The country’s golf govern- 
ing body rejected a proposal’ to 
abolish stymies no longer ago than 
its January meeting. The Royal and 
Ancient has shown no inclination 
to deviate from the same stand. 

Henry C. Bartholomew, president 
of the W. G. A., said the move had 
been under consideration for a 
number of years and that the com- 
mittee felt that the time for action 
had home. 

“The executive committee of the 
U. S. G. A. had the question under 
serious advisement,” Bartholomew 
said, “and I understand the stymie 
was retained by a close vote. Our 
committee felt that the members 
favored abolishing stymies, and 
we decided to act.” 

The Western group had a pre- 
vious fling at getting rid of the 
stymie, in 1921 it was abolished, 
but was restored the next year. 


The stymie rule provides that 
when balls on the green are more 
than six inches apart they must be 
played as they lie. Thus the player 
whose ball is farthest from the hole 
must attempt to negotiate the putt 
even though his opponent’s ball is 
in direct line to the hole. Some- 
times it is necessary for a player 
to use a lofted club to pitch over a 
ball and try to get into the cup. 

Proponents of the existing sty- 
mie rule contend this is a part of 
the game and the only part where 
actual defense enters in golf. Play- 
ers frequently “favor” a side of 
the hole, so that if a putt is missed 
there is a chance of laying the op- 
ponent a stymie. But an inten- 
tional stymie is a rare thing for 
if a player is accurate enough in 
putting to lay a stymie he is usual- 
ly accurate enough to sink the putt. 

Those who favored abolishing the 
stymie have always contended that 
it is an unsporting proposition for 
a player to have to accept the 
worst of an accident.

ILLINOIS RACING 
BOARD REFUSES 


DATE CHANGES Racing Results | 


By the Associated Press | 
CHICAGO, April 10-—Declaring 


that the allotted schedule of 1936 
Illinois racing dates is “fair, just 
and practical,” the Illinois State 
Racing Commission yesterday over- 


ruled the demands of the Natfbdnal 
Jockey Club, operating Sportsman's 
Park, Chicago, for a reassignment 
of dates. 

The original schedule, opening 
the season at the Aurora track, 
May 1, with 19 days of racing, will 
stand, the commission ruled. 

In a two-page decision, the com- 
missioners gave their reasons why 
they considered the allotment of 
dates fair, namely: That Sports- 
man’s Park is a half-mile track 
at which the better grade of horses 
do not race; that the park has a 
total seating capacity of 3167, while 
the other four tracks in the Chi- 
cago area have seats for 7400 to 
23,000 spectators; that Sportsman's 
Park gives small purses and sched- 
ules no stake races at all. 

Sportsman's Park has demanded 
23 racing days in October and was 
given 18. The half-mile track op- 
erators had suggested that five 
days be cut off Aurora’s§ spring 
meeting. Notwithstanding the 
small seating accommodations, 
Sportsman's Park was tremendous- 
ly popular last fall, drawing stand- 
ing room crowds of 8000 to 12,000 
almost daily. 

Soon after the ruling, counsel 
for the National Jockey Club ob- 
tained a writ or certiorari from 
Judge James J. Kelly of Superior 
Court. The writ was made return- 
able April 16. If the court should 
find the track has been discrim- 
inated against it has the power, 
according to Illinois racing law, 
to order a new schedule drawn.

“After investigation by the anti- 
trust division of the Justice Depart-

Charges From Many States. 

John Dickinson, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General in charge of the anti- 
trust division, who directed the de- 
partment’s investigation of the oil 
companies, said complaints had 
been made by independent distribu- 
ters in a large number of states— 
mainly in the Middle West. 

The independents, he said, charge 
they have not been able to obtain 
gasoline from the large companies 
except at uniform prices and under 
uniform contracts, In some cases, 
e added, they have charged a re- 
fusal to’sell them gasoline. 
‘Gurimings said the department 
used evidence gathered by an in- 
vestigating committee of the Michi- 
gan Legislature, as well as infor- 
mation furnished by many inde- 
pendent dealers. 

Statement by Small Firms. 

The National Oil Marketers’ As- 
sociation, a group of independents, 
which asked Cummings for an in- 
vestigation, said his announcement 
is “a hopeful message for the 
thousands of independent oil job- 
bers whose economic existence is 
threatened by these practices,” 

“During recent years,” the asso- 
ciation said in a statement, “the 
independent jobber has been con- 
tinually squeezed between the 
pegged price at which he must buy 
from the refiner and the mainte- 
mance, through refiner controlled 
outlets, of retail prices which do 
not leave the independent an ade- 
quate margin of profit. 

“We believe this situation is the 
result of a fixed policy among the 
refiners to drive the independent 
oil marketer out of existence and 
that the grand jury will bring forth 
such evidence.”

Strawberry Ice Cream. 

One quart strawberries. 

One cup sugar. 

Pinch of salt. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

Two cups irradiated evaporated 
milk. 

Select well ripened, perfect ber- 
ries. Pick and wash thoroughly. 
Crush berries with wire potato 


masher. Press juice and pulp 
through a coarse sieve. There 
should be two cups. Add sugar, salt 
and lemon juice and set in refrig- 
erator to cool, stirring occasionally 
to dissolve the sugar. Pour milk 
into ice cream can. Chill  thor- 
oughly, then add the cold straw- 
berry mixture. Freeze with a 1:8 
salt-ice mixture. Yield: 142 quarts. 
Lamb Loaf. 

Two pounds ground lamb. 

One cup bread crumbs. 

One onion, finely minced. 

One-half green pepper, 
minced. 

One egg. 

One cup meat stock or milk. 

One-eighth teaspoon poultry sea- | 
soning. 

Salt and pepper. 

Combine ground lamb, bread 
crumbs, and seasonings. Moisten 
with slightly beaten egg and meat 
stock or milk. Pack into a ring 
mold. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees) until done, about one 
and a half hours. Unmold and fill 
center with parsley buttered or 
creamed potato balls. 

Crescent Rolls. 

Two cups flour. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Four tablespoons shortening. 

Two eggs. 

One-half cup milk. 

Mix and sift together the flour, 
baking powder and salt. Cut in 
shortening with knives or rub in 
with finger tips. Beat one whole 
egg and one egg yolk (reserving 
the white for the top) and the 
milk. Add the liquid to first mix- 
ture; mix well. Roll out thin on a 
slightly floured board. Cut dough 
in 4-inch squares; cut each square 
in two triangles. Brush with melted

With the gay season returning 
after Easter, teas will be in vogue 
again, and for a pleasant gather- 
ing about the teacups interesting 
wafers are imperative. Here are 
some of the icebox variety to go 
with your very best China tea: 

Lemon Wafers. 

One cup butter. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

Three eggs, well beaten. 

One teaspoon grated lemon rind. 

Two tablespoons strained lemon 


Five cups flour. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 


Cream the butter until soft, then 
add the sugar, creaming until light 
and fluffy. Add the well-beaten 
eggs, the lemon juice, and the rind. 
When well mixed stir in the flour 
and salt, which have been sifted to- 
gether. This mixture will be quite 
stiff, but it will be possible to work 
in all of the flour if you are per- 
sistent. Chill the dough, then roll 
out very thinly on a lightly floured 
board. Cut into small fancy shapes 
and bake in a hot oven (425 degrees 
F.) on a slightly floured baking 
sheet until delicately browned, Slip 
immediately from the sheet onto 
waxed paper and decorate while hot 
with large crystals of sugar, sprin- 
kles of shredded coconuts, or fine 
strips of candied orange peel.

| official report of the Census Bur- 
eau: “Vegetable compounds and 
shortenings,” which in 1935 account 
for more than 1% billion pounds of 
edible fats and oils; “oleomargar- 
ine,” more than 306 million pounds; 
and “other edible products,” 322 
million pounds. In those other edi- 
ble products are included scores 
of salad oils and salad dressings, 
made of one or more of a dozen 
different oils. 

HE edible fats and oils come 
T from various animal and vege- 

table sources. Butter, lard and 
suet are animal fats. Oleomarga- 
rine is made from either animal or 
vegetable fats and oils. Salad oils 
and cooking oils are of vegetable 
origin. Some of them are from the 
seeds of plants—corn oil from the 
germ portion of the grain of corn, 
cottonseed oil, peanut oil, soybean 
oil, sesame seed, poppy seed, rape 
seed, sunflower oils—all these are 
from the seeds “f plants of the 
same name. Coconut oil, palm oil, 
palm-kernel oil and babassu oil 
are from the seeds, fruit, or nuts 
of palms. Olive oil, however, is 
from the ripe fruit of the olive tree. 
Butter, to be legally sold as such, 
must be made exclusively from 
milk or cream, or both and it 
must contain not less than 80 per- 
cent (by weight) of milk fat. It 
comes on the market as “dairy but- 
ter,” from the farms, or “creamery 
butter,” from the commercial 
creameries or butter factories. But- 
ter graded by Government stand- 


| ards, through the service offered 


by the Bureau of Agriculture Eco- 
nomics of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, is often sold in con- 
sumer packages with a “certificate 
of quality,” in each, showing the 
grade or “score” and the date when 
the grading was done. Any butter 
that is unclean or rancid is sub- 
ject to seizure by the Government 
and the shipper is subject to penalty 
under the Food and Drugs Act if 
the butter crosses a state line and 
so enters interstate commerce. 

N the official scoring of butter 
| for quality, flavor counts 45 

points, body 25 points, color 
15, salt 10, package 5 — in the 
total of 100 points. Unless the 
butter scores 92 points or more, 
it is not entitled to the Govern- 
ment certificate of quality. The 
certified butter, however, if proper- 
ly kept in refrigerators, should be 
in prime condition if used any time 
within two weeks from the date of 
grading on the certificate. 

Lard is rendered from the fatty 
tissues of the hog. It comes on the 


market is “prime steam,” “kettle 
rendered,” ‘“dry-rendered,” “drip 
rendered,” or “hydrogenated” lard. 


Most of it is prime steam, refined 
for the retail trade. 

Suet is the clear white, brittle 
kidney fat obtained from beef cat- 
tle. 

Vegetable compounds and short- 
enings, which the housekeeper buys 
under many different trade names, 
are usually made of cottonseed oil, 
or a blend of cottonseed with other 
vegetable oils. As most of these 
oils when refined are bland in fla- 
vor, they are combined for reasons 
of cost or with reference to the 
physical characteristics of the fat. 
Most cooks prefer solid fats for 
shortening, therefore cottonseed oil 
and other vegetable oils (lard, too, 
sometimes) are “hydrogenated” to 
make them solid and to change their 
shortening quality at the same time. 
Peanut, soybean, coconut and palm 
oils are often used in vegetable 
shortenings, usually in compounds 
with cottonseed oil. Other com- 
pounds contain animal fats, such 
as oleo stearine and edible tallow. 

LEOMARGARINE is the legal 
() zame of a group of products 

which, as a group, are more ac- 
curately called margarines, because 
some of them are made with animal 
fat, some with vegetable and some 
with both. The margarines are 
made by churning some fat, other 
than butter, with milk to a butter- 
like consistency. The name oleo- 
margarine comes from the marga- 
rine made with beef fat, or rather 
with the more oily part of beef fat 
known as oleo oil. Nut margarines 
have coconut oil or other nut oils 
as their base, with other vegetable 
oils combined. A great deal of cot- 
tonseed oil, also peanut oil and soy- 
bean oil, as well as the various im- 
ported oils, are used in the mar- 
garines. 
The salad oils and the salad dress- 
ings utilize many of the imported 
oils, although here again cottonseed 
oil and corn oil are often used. Last 
year,. soybean oil, too, was used in 
large quantities. The oils imported 
in largest quantities for these pur- 
poses are coconut, palm kernel, 
sesame and palm oil. Pure cotton- 
seed oil and pure corn oi] are sold 
under several familiar trade names, 
1s use in cooking or as salad oils.

Cut a 3pound chicken in pieces 
for serving. Place in a casserole 
dish, barely cover with water, cover

If the Easter tradition in your diced 


family is ham, not merely a slice 
but a whole ham you may already 
be casting about for new and dif- 
ferent ways of serving it the second 
and third day. 

A whole ham is really a saving 
for there are so many ways of serv- 
ing it. Cut off a large portion for 
baking. Thinner slices may be fried 
and the hock may be used for sea- 
soning greens. There are so many 
ways of serving ham alone and in 
combination that one need never 
hestitate to purchase a whole ham. 

Baked Ham. 

Remove the skin from a ham that 
has been boiled and cooled. Mix to- 
gether one cup dry bread crumbs, 
one cup old fashioned brown sugar 
and enough prepared mustard to 
make a paste. Cover the ham with 
paste. Place in a roasting pan and 
pour over one cup cider or fruit 
juice (pineapple’ or apricot juice is 
good). Bake in a moderate oven 
45 minutes to one hour. Baste sev- 
eral times. 

Broiled Ham With Bananas, 

Broil or fry slice of ham. Select 
firm, partially ripe or yellow-ripe 
bananas; peel, cut in halves and 
saute on both sides until tender 
and golden brown, using a small 
amount of fat in hot frying pan. Or, 
dip bananas in egg white, roll in 
flour or rolled corn flakes or sifted 
dry bread crumbs and _ saute as 
above. Serve hot with ham. 

Ham With Rice and Gravy. 

Fry slice of ham in a skillet, or 
broil under direct flame. Remove 
from pan or broiler and brown two 
tablespoons drippings or fat in 
which ham has been cooked; add 
one tablespoon flour and let it 
brown; add one cup boiling water 
and stir until smooth and not too 
thick. Season with salt and pepper 
to taste and let simmer five to seven 
minutes. Serve ham slice on hot 
platter with green string beans and 
hot boiled rice; serve gravy on the 
side or pour over rice on platter. 

Eggs Benedict. 

Six slices boiled ham. 

Three English muffins or 

Six rounds French toast.

Hollandaise sauce. 

Saute ham slices in a little oil or 
fat until edges curl slightly.

Ring Mold Is Good. 

A hot spinach ring mold with 
center filled with creamed shrimp, 
makes an appetizing and nutritious 
main dish for lunch or dinner. It is 
excellent for buffet suppers because 
it looks attractive and tastes ever 
so good. Hot- biscuits, feathery 
light, or crispy whole wheat muf- 
fins with plenty of butter, will go 
well with it. 

For a tempting dessert, there are 
sour cream cup cakes topped with 
fluffy butter icing, a tart fruit and 
something to drink. 

The spinach ring suggests a de- 
lightful variation for serving this 
spring-tonic green, rich in iron and 
so good to “tone up” the general 
character of meals. 

The cream sauce, made with but- 
ter and rich milk, is combined here 
with canned shrimp. Slices of hard- 
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Thin slices of lemon or strips of 
pimento are other garnishes sug- 
Tuna, left-over cooked 
meats, vegetables or mushrooms, 
might be used instead of shrimp.

With Chocolate Sauce. 


There is something very satisfy- 
ing about topping a meal with a 
suitable dessert. Pie is a great fa- 
vorite with many, while others pre- 
fer cakes or lighter forms of des- 
serts, 

Many excellent desserts can be 


made with chocolate. Children rel- 
ish the novelty of chocolate desserts 
and even the plainest sweet may be 
transformed by a chocolate sauce. 
There are souffles, cakes, creams 
and cookies, and where a family is 
chocolate-minded, these desserts 
recipes will be found advantageous. 
Cornstarch Pudding. 

Two squares unsweetened choco- 
late. 

Two cups milk. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

Three tablespoons cornstarch. 

One-fourth cup milk. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon vanilla. 

Put the chocolate and two cups of 
milk in a double boiler and cook 
until the milk has scalded and the 
chocolate has melted, stirring occa- 
sionally. Mix together sugar, corn- 
starch and salt, add remaining milk 
and stir until thoroughly blended. 
Add cornstarch mixture gradually 
to thé chocolate mixture and cook 
10 minutes, stirring until the mix- 
ture thickens and afterward occa- 
sionally. Turn into a mold and chill. 
Serve with cream. 

Chocolate Caramel Cake. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-third cup water. 

One and one-half squares choco- 
late. _ 

Put the sugar in a saucepan and 
heat through slowly, stirring until 
the sugar has caramelized. Add the 
water gradually to the hot syrup 
and then the melted chocolate. Boil 
for two minutes and cool slightly. 
While this mixture is cooling cream 
together one-half cup butter, one 
and one-half cups sugar, three eggs. 
Beat mixture well and add the choc- 
olate syrup. Sift together two and 
one-half cups flour and five tea- 
spoons baking powder and add to 
first mixture alternately with three- 
fourths cup water. Flavor with one 
teaspoon vanilla and turn into a 
greased floured cake pan and bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees) 
for 45 minutes. Ice with white 
icing. 

Chocolate Ice Box Cake. 

Four squares unsweetened choco- 


late. 

One-half cup sugar. 

Dash of salt. 

One-fourth cup hot water. 

Four egg yolks. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Four egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

One cup cream, whipped. 

Two dozen lady fingers. 

Melt chocolate in top of double 
boiler. Add sugar, salt and water, 
stirring until sugar is dissolved and 
mixture blended. Remove from 
boiling water; add egg yolks, one 
at a time, beating thoroughly after 
each. Place over boiling water and 
cook two minutes, or until thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. Add va- 
nilla ‘and fold into egg whites. 
Chill. Fold in whipped cream. Line 
bottom and sides of mold with lady 
fingers. Turn chocolate mixture 
into mold and place remaining lady 
fingers on top. Chill 12 to 24 hours 
in refrigerator. If desired, add one- 
half cup finely cut walnut meats to 
chocolate mixture before’ turning 
into mold. Unmold. Serves eight. 

Chocolate Souffle. 

Two squares unsweetened choco- 
late. 

Two cups milk. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-third cup flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Four egg yolks, beaten until thick 
and lemon-colored. 

Four egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

Add chocolate to milk and heat 
in double boiler. When chocolate 
is melted, beat with rotary egg 
beater until blended. Combine 
sugar, flour and salt; add small 
amount of chocolate mixture, stir- 
ring until smooth; return to double 
boiler and cook until thickened, 
stirring constantly; then continue 
cooking five minutes, stirring occa- 
sionally. Add butter and vanilla; 
cool slightly while beating eggs. 
Add egg yolks and mix well. Fold 
into egg whites. Turn into greased 
baking dish. Place in pan of hot 
water and bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees) one hour, or until

Chocolate Velvet Cream. 

One square unsweetened choco- 
late. 

One cup milk. 

One tablespoon gelatin. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

One cup heavy cream. 


One-half teaspoon vanilla. 

Add chocolate to three-fourths 
cup milk and heat in double boiler. 
Soak gelatin in remaining one- 
fourth cup milk five minutes. When 
chocolate is melted, beat with ro- 
tary egg beater until blended. Add 
gelatin, sugar and salt, and stir un- 
til gelatin is dissolved. Cool. Add 
cream and vanilla. Chill until cold 
and syrupy. Place in bowl of 
cracked ice or ice water and whip 
with rotary egg beater until fluffy 
and thick like whipped cream. Turn 
into individual molds. Chill only 
until firm. Unmold. Garnish with 
whipped cream. Serves six.

A FISH CUTLET RECIPE —.

With the Lenten season back in 
the beyond once again, the need 
for. serving fish seems to droop. 
Here is a cutlet recipe that any 
family will welcome, Lent or no 
Lent. 


Fish Cutlets. 

Four tablespoons vegetable short- 
ening. 

Five tablespoons flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One cup milk. 

Two cups fish, flaked. 

One teaspoon lemon juice. 

One-half teaspoon onion juice. 

Dash of pepper. 

Two eggs, slightly beaten with 
two tablespoons water. 

One-half cup sifted bread crumbs. 

Melt vegetable shortening in top 
of double boiler. Add flour and 
galt and blend. Add milk and cook 
until smooth and thick, stirring con- 
stantly. Remove from fire ... add 
salmon, lemon juice, onion juice and 
pepper. Blend well. Spread mix- 
ture in shallow pan and chill until 
stiff .. .cut into cutlets with two 
and one-half inch biscuit cutter... 
roll in crumbs, then in beaten egg, 
then in crumbs... fry in hot veg- 
etable shortening (375 degrees Far- 
enheit) one-inch deep in heavy fry- 
ing pan until brown. Drain on ab- 
sorbent paper ... serve with egg 
sauce, made as follows: 

Egg Sauce. 

Two tablespoons vegetable short- 
ening.

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two hard-cooked eggs, chopped. 

Dash of pepper. 

One cup milk or thin cream. 

Melt vegetable shortening in 
saucepan; add flour, salt, eggs, and 
pepper, and blend well... add milk 
gradually, stirring constantly, and 
continue stirring and cooking until 
thickened ... makes one cup sauce.

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30 NEGROES TO BE BAPTIZED 
IN MISSISSIPPI RIVER SUNDAY 


Pastor of Pleasant Green Baptist 
Church to Officiate at 


Immersions. 

Thirty Negroes will be baptized in 
the Mississippi River at Chestnut 
street at 9 o'clock Sunday morning 
by the Rev. John H. Davenport, 
pastor of the Pleasant Green Bap- 
tist Church, Elliot and Wash 
streets, in the annual Easter bap- 
tismal services, which have been 
conducted by the church for more 
than 30 years. 


The Rev. Mr. Davenport said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
number of candidates for baptism 
was less than in prior years. He 
thought the cold weather had made 
many prospective candidates fearful 
of being immersed in the chilly wa- 
ters of the Mississippi and they 
were waiting for warmer weather. 
Last year, 50 persons were baptized 
on Easter Sunday. 

The baptisms will continue the 
first Sunday of every month 
through the spring, the Rev. Mr, 
Davenport said. Under the pasto- 
rate of his predecessor, the Rev. J. 
K, Parker, who died in 1932, after 
26 years with the church, about 40,- 
000 persons were baptized in the 
river—an average of about 1500 a 
year. 


WOMEN WHO LED STRIKE 
OF HOUSEWIVES ELECTED 


Chosen Member of City Council of 
Hamtramck, Mich.; Salary $3500 
a Year. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., April 10.—Mrs. 
Mary Zuk, who left her kitchen last 
August to lead housewives in a 
strike against rising food costs, is 
now a Councilwoman. 

Running her campaign with lit- 
tle fanfare, Mrs. Zuk won a place 
in the Council of Hamtramck, 
Polish community, which is sur- 
rounded by the City of Detroit. She 
will serve two years at a salary of 
$3500 a year. 

Mrs. Zuk assumed the leadership 
last August of a committee which 
conducted a strike so intensive that 
more than 20 meat dealers closed 
their doors. The women went 
to Washington in an effort to com- 
pel an investigation of meat prices, 

The force of the movement here 
was dissipated when Circuit Judge 
Robert M. Toms issued an injunc- 
tion restraining the committee 
from interfering with the business 
of meat dealers. Meanwhile, _ it 
spread to Chicago and other cities. 

“My main objective now,” said 
Mrs. Zuk, “is to make Hamtramck 
a clean city, where people can live, 
and not just eat and sleep.” 

Among her suggestions are free 
legal advice for the poor, arrange- 
ments to. permit the unemployed to 
work out back taxes, more play- 
grounds, parks, libraries and hos- 
pitals, and a campaign against vice 
and slot machines. 


WALTER NESBIT FAILS 70 GET 
NAME ON ILLINOIS BALLOTS 


State Supreme Court Rejects Plea 
of Candidate for Democratic 
Committeeman. 

By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, -Iil., April 10.— 
Walter Nesbit of Belleville, candi- 
date for Democratic committeeman 
from the 22nd Congressional Dis- 
trict, today lost his final attempt 
to have his name placed on the bal- 
lots at next Tuesday’s primary elec- 
tion. 

The State Supreme Court denied 
a motion which Nesbit filed yes- 
terday seeking to advance the hear- 
ing on a supplemental brief filed 
earlier in the week and then re- 
cessed until next Wednesday. 

On Tuesday the Court denied 
Nesbit’s motion to dismiss the 
State’s appeal from a Sangamon 
County court order directing the Il- 
linois Certifying Board to place 
Nesbit’s name on the ballots. 

Nesbit originally had been dis- 
qualified for the primary. by the 
Certifying Board on the ground 
that his petitions contained the 
word “nomination” instead of “elec- 
tion.”

Inflation Threat Also Factor, 
Utility Man Tells Senate 
Sub-Committee. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—C. W. 
Kellogg of New York, chairman. of 
the Board of Engineers Public 
Service Corporation, told a Senate 
Committee today that possibilities 
of inflation and high taxation have 
acted as deterrants to power rate 
reductions. 

Kellogg said electric rate reduc- 
tions over the country had brought 
a cumulative benefit to domestic 
users of $1,286,700,000 in the last 10 
years. Of this, he said, $1,110,000,- 
000 came before 1932 when TVA 
was created, 


His testimony was given before 
the Senate Agriculture Sub-Com- 
mittee considering the Norris bill 
to create a Mississippi Valley Au- 
thority similar to the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. 

Kellogg, Norris in Exchange. 

Kellogg and Senator Norris, au- 
thor of the measure, engaged in a 
lengthy exchange over means of re- 
ducing rates.

But when he said municipalities 
operating their own plants and us- 
ing TVA power had made a show- 
ing of low rates and sound operat- 
ing practice, Kellogg snapped: 
“They had a. great, big, rich grand- 
daddy who put up the money for 
them to get started.” 

Herman A. Bayless of Cincinnati, 
counsel for the Mississippi River 
Carriers Association, called “ill ad- 
vised” any effort to put the Missis- 
sippi Valley system under an “au- 
thority” such as TVA. He said the 
army engineers had gone ahead 
with development of the river for 
more than 100 years, and had canal- 
ized the Ohio river. 

“Have they built a single flood 
control dam on the Ohio river,” 
Norris asked. 

“No,” Bayless replied, “but Con- 
gress never has appropriated any 
money for it. They can not build 
flood control dams without Con- 
gressional appropriations.” 

Not Holding Congress Blameless. 

“IT am not freeing Congress of 
the blame,” Norris said. 

Bayless, appearing also for the 
Pittsburgh Coal Association, the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, 
and the Ohio Valley Improvement 
Association, testified that develop- 
ment of power all through the Mis- 
Sissippi drainage area would shut 
out the coal market now offered 
by steam generating plants. 

Norris replied that development 
of agricultural communities west 
of the Mississippi by irrigation un- 
der the authority would soon pro- 
vide a new market. But Bayless

TREASURY CASH MOVED 
10 COMMERCIAL BANKS 


Member Bank Reserve Bal- 
ances Jump $84,000,000 
in Week as Result. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The week- 
ty condition statement of Federal Reserve 
banks disclosed today that a retransfer 
of Treasury cash to commercial banks 
caused member bank reserve balances to 
jump $84,000,000 during the week ended 


April 8. ' 

The Treasury took $112,000,000 of its 
funds from reserve institutions during the 
period, which swelled total balances to 
$5,161,000,000. This was about $2,- 
420,000,000 in excess of legal require- 
ments. 

Money in circulation increased $22,000,- 
000 during the week, which witnessed also 
the addition of $5,000,000 to the monetary 
gold stocks of the nation. 

The condition statement said: 

“The daily average volume of Federa’ 
Reserve Bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended April 8, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,4890,- 
000,000, a decrease of $3,000,080 com- 
pared with the ones week and an in- 
crease of $19,000,000 compared with the 
corresponding week in 1935. 

“On April 8 total Reserve Bank credit 
amounted to $2,479,000,000, an increase 
of $2,000,000 for the week. This _in- 
crease corresponds with increases of $84,- 
000,000 in member bank reserve bal- 
ances, $22,000,000 in money in circula- 
tion and $14,000,000 in nonmember de- 
posits and other Federal Reserve accounts, 
offset in part by a decrease of $112,000,- 
000 in Treasury cash and deposits with 
Federal Reserve banks and an increase of 
$5,000,000 in monetary gold stock. Mem- 
ber bank reserve balances on April 8 were 
estimated to be approximately $2,420,- 
000,000 in excess of legal requirements. 

‘Relatively small changes were report- 
ed in holdings of discounted and purchased 
bills, industrial advances, and United 
States Government securities.’

EXCHANGE RULES ON BOND 
SALES OFF EXCHANGE FLOOR 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—The Committee 
on Bonds of the New York Stock Exchange 
in a notice to members ordered that effec- 
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tive next Monday all commission orders for 


the sale and purchase of a large number 
of listed domestic corporate and foreign 
bonds shall be executed on the floor of the 
exchange. Government bonds are not af- 
fected. 

Heretofore a large percentage of transac- 
tions were cons»mmated in the over-the- 
counter market. The action, which  fol- 
lowed approval of a majority of the mem- 
bership of an amendment to the exchange’s 
constitution requiring execution on the floor, 
was hailed in some quarters as a move 
likely to double or even triple the present 
daily volume. 

The movement to bring about the change, 
which has been under way for a month or 
longer, was strenuously opposed by over- 
the-counter dealers. 

Three exceptions were allowed by the 
Bond Committee in announcing the ruling.

(2) 
After a market on the floor of the exchange 
has been diligently sought and it has been 
ascertained that the order may be executed 
at a better price elsewhere. (3) When a 
customer specifically directs that the par-

“While sales of 
parel went 20 to 25 per cent over last 
year’s, ng totals back to 1929, 
the estimated volume of retall sales for 
the country as a whole was only 12 to 
18 per cent ahead of that for the com- 
parative 1935 week. 

“Shoes, millinery, dress accessories, chil- 
dren’s apparel, women’s wear and men’s 
clothing predominated in the demand, but 
sales of toys, gift items, candy, jewelry 
and sporting goods contributed heavily to 
the total. 

“Furniture, house furnishings and elec- 
trical appliances were slower of movement

Traffic Commission Approves 
Proposal—For $214,000 
Safety Fund. 


Control of pedestrians at busy in- 
tersections was approved by Mayor 
Dickmann'’s Traffic Commission 
yesterday following the reading of 
a report on a traffic survey by Di- 
rector of Streets Frank J. Me 
Devitt. An ordinance will be pre 
pared by City Counselor Wayman 
for introduction in the Board of Al- 
dermen.

The large appropriation sought 
for safety work is necessary, Gonter 
said, to carry out the present pro- 
gram, provide more raised safety 
zones in the centers of wide streets 
and organize a corps of 16 uni- 
formed traffic inspectors. 

A decrease of 17 per cent in the 
number of accidents during the 
first three months of this year, as 
compared to the same period last 
year, was attributed to the driver's 
license law and stricter police en- 
forcement of traffic ordinances.

GETS SIX MONTHS 
FOR HIDING ASSETS 


Chris Theodore, Proprietor of 
Candy Store Pleads Guilty 
to Indictment. 


Chris Theodore, proprietor of 4 
candy store at 341 De Baliviere ave- 
nue, and former president of the 
Theodore Brothers Chocolate Co., 
pleaded guilty before Federal Judge 
Charlies B. Davis today to an indict- 
ment charging him with concealing 
assets of the firm from its trustee 
in bankruptcy. He was sentenced 
to six months in the St. Charles 
County Jail. 

Theodore’s attorney, James Far- 
ris, told the court he would proba- 


bly file a formal application for 
parole, after Judge Davis remarked 
that he understood the case had 
already been considered by federal 
parole authorities. The court add- 
ed that concealment of assets was 
a serious offense in view of the 
fact that there was “usually little 
enough left for the creditors any- 
way.” 

The indictment, returned by a 
Federal grand jury in February, 
1934, alleged that Theodore had 
concealed at his home assets with a 
face value of $400, consisting en- 
tirely of candy making parapher- 
nalia. This property later brought 
$175 at the trustee’s sale. 

Faris told the court that his cli- 
ent’s offense had been one of omis- 
sion rather than commission, and 
that Theodore did not know when 
the receivership of the company 
terminated and the bankruptcy 
trusteeship began, and had merely 
taken the assets for safekeeping.

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Pan-American Security Treaty 


Proposed to U.S. by Guatemala 


Plan Set Forth In Letter Accepting Invitation 
to Buenos Aires Conference—Provision for 
Arbitration Court, 


Monroe Doctrine. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, April 10.—A con- 
cert of American nations, pledged 
to mutual assistance in case of for- 
eign aggression, has been proposed 
to President Roosevelt by Gen. 
Jorges Ubico, president of the Re- 
public of Guatemala. 

The plan, presented for consider- 
ation by the All-American Peace 
Conference to be held this summer 
at Buenos Aires, would call upon 
all the nations of Central and 
South America for adherence to the 
Monroe doctrine. 

. To preserve peace among the 
American nations, the Guatemalan 
chief executive suggested a perma- 
nent court of inter-American jus- 
tice modeled generally after the 
World Court at The Hague, with 
jurisdiction to settle all disputes 
among them. 

Draft of Plan Submitted. 
President Ubico’s proposals were 
submitted in the form of a suggest- 
ed draft covenant, included in his 
formal acceptance of President 
Roosevelt's invitation to the confer- 
ence. They first must be approved 
by the Conference Agenda Commit- 
tee before they can become a part 
of the program. 

He advocated a general treaty of 
“solidarity and mutual co-opera- 
tion.” It would be an organic sys- 
tem of inter-American legislation 
designed to maintain peace, pro- 
mote commerce, advance the devel- 
opment of communications 
contribute to the cultural and so- 
cial welfare of the respective coun- 
tries. 

Such a treaty would be based 
on the doctrine that common inter- 
ests exist among the American re- 
publics “and that those interests 


and | 


require them to maintain a soli- 
darity of principles fundamental to 
their existence as members of the 
international American com- 
munity.” 

Mutual Aid Clause. 

The proposed mutual assistance 
clayse says: 

“Considering interventions or ag- 
gressions by any foreign power 
against any of them a danger to 
the integrity and sovereignty of the 
nations of this Continent, they ob- 
ligate themselves to place all their 
resources in defense of the rights 
of the injured party.” 

The succeeding article proclaims 
that the “mutual co-operation 
herein pledged constitutes in itself 
an association of the American re- 
publics, with sufficient powers for 
the maintenance inviolate of Amer- 
ican rights and interests.” 

Don Adrian Recinos, Guatemalan 
Minister to Washington, said ac- 
ceptance of this provision by the 
other nations would constitute mul- 
tilateral adherence to the Monroe 
Doctrine, now a fundamental prin- 
ciple of United States foreign policy. 

Arbitral Court Clause. 

Hitherto, some resentment has 
been manifested by some Latin- 
American governments because it 
was felt that the United States had 
assumed through the Doctrine to 
act as the guardian of the new 
world. 

President Ubico’s suggested draft 
would authorize the creation of a 
“permanent court of inter-American 
justice with jurisdiction to settle 
whatever conflicts may arise among 
the signatory republics.” The or- 
ganization procedure and rules to 
govern the court would be formu- 
lated by a separate convention. 


RUSSIA SAYS JAPAN 
BLOGKADES’ EMBASSY 


Charges Japanese Employes of 
Soviet Mission in Tokio 
Have Been Arrested. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, April 10. — Relations 
between Soviet Russia and Javan 
have been aggravated further, an 
official Soviet statement said today, 
by a “veritable blockade” against 
the Soviet embassy in Tokio. 

All Japanese employes of the So- 
viet embassy have been arrested, 
the statement said, on the grounds 
that an espionage nest had been 
uncovered in the embassy. 

The statement was published in 
the newspaper Izvestia, official 
Government organ, which referred 
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to an alleged intrusion into the of- 
fices of the official Soviet news 
agency Tass at Tokio yesterday as 
a step in a plan fostered by “mili- 
tary Fascist circles” to create Jap- 
anese-Soviet tension. 

A Tass dispatch said its Tokio 
office was invaded by four Japan- 
ese who ordered the correspondent 
to leave the country, in the name 
“of the Japanese people.” 

“Evidently the provocations on 
the frontiers of outer Mongolia and 
the U. S. S. R. are insufficient for 
adventuristic, military elements,” 
the Izvestia statement said. 

“They are striving to supplement 
them by actions against our embas- 
sy and our workers in Japan. 

“This attitude toward the em- 
bassy of a foreign state is unprece- 
dented in civilized countries. It is 
supplemented not accidentally by 
unpunished attacks of ruffians on 
workers. 

“The Japanese Foreign Ministry 
must understand the entire inad- 
tmissibility of such a situation. If it 
remains inactive, this is proof that 
aggressive military elements are 
allowed to disregard the rules of 
behavior commonly extended in in- 
ternational intercourse, and even 
to disregard the position of their 
own Government.” 

“Veritable Blockade.” 

The Izvestia statement said that 
in connection with the Tokio mili- 
tary uprising and assassinations in 
February, Japanese police created 
a “venitable blockade” around the 
Soviet Embassy “under the pretext 
of protection.” 

Switching to the present tense, 
the statement said: “Police agents 
follow the steps of all our em- 


one entering the Embassy, and 
open parcels addressed to the Em- 
bassy.” 

Izvestia said arrest of Japanese 
employes in Tokio and _  sub- 
sequent publication of reports 
of an espionage nest “created an 
atmosphere which semi-bandit or- 
ganizations like the Kenkokukai, 
closely connected with extreme 
military Fascist circles, consider 
suitable for pogrom-like actions 
against Soviet workers.”

IN INDUSTRIES 10 
BREAK UP UNIONS 


J. Warren Madden Says 
‘“‘Large Enter prises” 
Furnish Men Who Are 
Engaged as Workmen. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 10.—Testi- 


fying at a Senate labor subcom- 
mittee’s hearing on obstructions to 
collective bargaining, J. Warren 
Madden, chairman of the Labor Re- 
lations Board, said “large enter- 
prises” furnished spies to industry. 
He added: 

“These enterprises, for a consid- 
eration,” he said, “supply to em- 
ployers men who pose as workmen 
and are so accepted by their fel- 
lows, but whose real function is to 
spy upon their fellows, to discover 
which of them are exercising their 
liberty of self-organization, to re- 
port that fact to the employer so 
that he may under some false pre- 
tense of inefficiency or misconduct, 
penalize such workmen by discharg- 
In one of the board’s 
earliest cases it was proved that a 
Detroit manufacturer had engaged, 
through the Pinkerton detective 
agency, such a spy. 

“He received the regular pay for 
the work which he pretended to do. 
The agency received $175 per month 
for his real service. He joined the 
union which was just getting a start 
in the plant, and his pretense was 
so effective that he was elected 
treasurer. He solicited members for 
the union. He reported to the Pin- 
kerton agency several times a week 
concerning the union activities of 
the men, and the agency reported 
to the employer, who immediately 
discharged any of the men who 
showed any particular union ac- 
tivity.” 

“The mystery and dealy certainty 
with which this scheme operated,” 
Madden said, “was so baffling to 
the men that they each suspected 
the others, were afraid to meet or 
to talk, and the union was com- 
pletely broken. 

“It was all very dirty business, 
as the executive of the company in- 
dicated when he testified that He 
carried these reports with his own 
hands to the furnace in the plant 
and burned them. But the low 
point in the whole affair was 
reached when it appeared that this 
spy, planted by the company as 
treasurer of the union, embezzled 
the union funds and disappeared.” 

Two men who said they had been 
employed by the Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel Co. in the last year—one in 
Clairton, Pa., and one in Chicago— 
told the committee they had been 
offered money recently to report 
on labor conditions in their plants. 

$50 a Month: and Expenses. 

John J. Mullan of Clairton said 
he had been getting $50 a month 
and “expenses” for the last several 
months for weekly conferences with 
men who described themselves as 
representatives of investors. Part 
of the money went to pay his ex- 
penses to the hearing, he said. 

Mullan told the committee he 
suspected the men he met of spying 
from the first time he met them.

Fletcher Says ‘Research 
Staff?’ Has No Political

Pet Theories.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The 
Republican high command yester- 
day hired seven anti-New Deal col- 
lege professors fo analyze Roosevelt 
administration measures and make 
their findings public. 

Chairman Henry P. Fletcher an- 
nounced that the seven, headed by 
Olin Glenn Saxon, A. B. M. A, 
LL. D., a member of the Yale law 


school faculty, and aided by 40 
helpers—mostly clerks and stenog- 
raphers—would work in the nation- 
al committee’s research division. 
He was completely confident, he 
said, that their findings would help 
the party’s cause. 

At. a press conference, Saxon 
joined Flecher in emphasizing that 
the reorganized research diyision 
would not be a “brain trust” as 
some have come to accept the 
phrase. 

“This is a research staff,” Fletcn- 
er said, “not a group of politically 
ambitious college professors with 
preconceived ideas, who look for- 
ward to getting on the Federal pay- 
roll in the hope they can reform 
the universe.” 

How Saxon Explains Work. 

Saxon said each of his professors 
was an expert in the field in which 
he would work and that no agricul- 
tural expert would be set to inves- 
tigating monetary policy. 

“Much of the information that 
comes through Federal channels,” 
he said, “is either not comprehen- 
sive, incomplete or is dyed with 
propaganda. 

“We will sift information and 
data as they relate to the national 
debt, inflation, taxes and increas- 
ing Federal expenses as well as the 
housing and agricultural problems 
that confront all classes of Ameri- 
cans and expain and analyze the 
trends being followed. 

“We will exert all our energies 
in the direction of truth, will main- 
tain the irtegrity of our reports, 
will strive to have our results au- 
thentic, accurate, intelligent, relia- 
ble and readable.”

Convicted Man Also Gets Five

ROOSEVELT IN CAPTAL 
AFTER FISHING TRP 


Passed Through Storm District 
on Way Home; Addressed 
Gainsville Tornado Sufferers,

dent Roosevelt returned to the 
capital at 1:35 p. m. today after 
a 20-day fishing trip in the South, 

The President, appearing in ex~ 
cellent health, was met at the sta- 
tion by Mrs. Roosevelt, Vice-Presi- 
dent Garner and five members of 


the Cabinet—Secretaries Hull, Mor~ 
genthau, Wallace, Dern and Attor- 
ney-General Cummings. A crowd 
outside the station waved a greet- 
ing to the returning President. 

Mr. Roosevelt left the capital 
March 22 after three times delaying 
his departure because of flood con- 
ditions. On his return journey he 
surveyed storm-stricken areas in 
Georgia. 

Mr. Roosevelt stopped last night 
at the devastated town of Gaines- 
ville, Ga. 

He was informed by Army and 
relief officials that this year's 
storm deaths in the South would 
total almost 500, with property loss 
of more than $20,000,000. 

A burst of- applause greeted the 
President as he stepped to the back 
platform of his train at Gainesville, 

President's Speech. 

“My friends,” he said, “it is 9 
sad occasion that brings this stop 
of mine in Gainesville. I have 
been in touch very closely with this 
great disaster that has come te 
your city, ever since the tornado. 

“We in the Federal Government 
have done everything that is in our 
power to make things more easy 
for you. 

“I want to express to you, all of 
you, my very deep sympathy in the 
great loss of life that has occurred 
here. And I particularly want te 
extend my sympathy to the families 
who have lost their loved ones. 

“This particular storm as you 
know, has affected a number of 
states and many communities. I 
have just had a conference in the 
car with the leaders—the heads of 
the various agencies who have been 
trying to be of assistance and there 
are two things, I tHink, that stand 
out for which we can be very proud 
as Americans. 

“Fine Spirit You Have Shown.” 

“The first is that all of the 
agencies of all kinds have co-oper~ 
ated, not only sincerely but with 
very practical results. The other 
thing I want to refer to is the fine 
spirit that all of you people in 
Gainesville have shown—the way 
you have co-operated to bring order 
out of great chaos ahd the way 
you have determined to rebuild 
along better and finer lines than 
ever before. It makes me very 
proud of you as Americans. 

“And so, my friends, I hope te 
come back some day at a less tragie 
time, and when I come back, to be 
able to see a greater and better 
Gainesville.

This is a clear limitation to the exer- 
cise of such powers only as are granted. 
The tenth amendment further provides 
for this limitation in the words: “The 
powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, or prohibited 
by it to the states, are reserved to the 
states respectively, or to the people.”

This limitation was 
clearly recognized by the convention that 
framed the Constitution, by the people 
when they ratified it, and by James Mad- 
ison, one of the framers, as explained in 
No. 41 of the Federalist, as follows: 

“Some, who have not denied the neces- 
sity of the power of taxation, have 
grounded a very fierce attack against the 
Constitution, on the language in which it 
is defined, It has been urged and echoed, 
that ‘the power to lay and collect taxes, 
duties, imposts and excises, to pay the 
debts, and provide for the common de- 
fense and general welfare of the United 
States, amounts to an unlimited com- 
mission to exercise every power which 
may be alleged to be necessary for the 
common defanse or general welfare. No 
stronger proof could be given of the dis- 
tress under which these writers labor for 
objections, than their stooping to such 
a misconstruction. 

“Had no other enumeration or defini- 
tion of the powers of the Congress been 
‘found in the Constitution (Madison re- 
fers to the enumeration specifically of 
the 18 particular powers granted), than 
the general expression just cited, the 
authors of the objection might have had 
‘some color for it; though it would have 
been difficult to find a reason for so 
-awkward a form of describing an author- 
‘ity to legislate in all possible cases. A 
power to destroy the freedom of the press, 
the trial by jury, or even to regulate the 
‘course of descents, or the forms of con- 
veyances, must be very singularly ex- 
pressed by the terms, ‘to raise money for 
the general welfare.’ 

“But what color can the objection have, 
‘when a specification of the objects al- 
luded to by these general terms immedi- 
-ately follows, and’is not even separated 
by a longer pause than a semi-colon? If 
the different part. of the same instru- 
ment ought to be so expounded, as to give 
‘meaning to every part which will bear it, 
“shall one part of the same sentence be 
excluded altogether from a share in the 
*Meaning; and shall the more doubtful and 
‘indefinite terms be restrained in their full 
“extent, and the clear and precise expres- 
sions be denied any signification whatso- 
‘ever? For what purpose could the enum- 
‘eration of particular powers be inserted 
if these and all others were meant to be 
included in the preceding general power? 

. > ” 


. “Nothing is more natural or common 
than first to use a genera! phrase, and 
‘then to explain and qualify it by a recital 
‘of particulars. But the idea of an enum- 
eration of particulars which neither ex- 
plain nor qualify the general meaning, 
and can have no other effect than to con- 
found and mislead, is an absurdity, which, 
as we are reduced to the dilemma of 
charging either on the authors of the ob- 
jection or on the authors of the Consti- 
tution, we must take the liberty of sup- 
posing, had not its origin with the latter.

He managed to evade arrest for some time by going 
on an extended “hard roads inspection tour,” but 
eventually was arrested and tried. Although stoutly 
maintaining his innocence, Small did not take the 
stand and so escaped questioning under oath. He 
was acquitted on the criminal charge, but the Prose- 
cutor was not long in finding that some of the jurors 
later were put on the State payroll. 
Fortunately for the taxpayers of Illinois, the civil 
suit, seeking an accounting for interest on money 
entrusted to Small’s care, turned out differently. In 
1925, the Illinois Supreme Court scathingly de- 
nounced the trickery whereby Small and his asso- 
clates had set up a dummy bank to conceal their 
misuse of public funds and ordered him to render an 
accounting. This accounting was never made, Small 
and his Attorney-General, Oscar E. Carlstrom, also 
a candidate for the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor in the current primary, settled out of court, the’ 
sum to be returned being set at $650,000. Meanwhile, 
a campaign had been started at public expense— 
stenographers in State offices addressed subscription 
blanks sent to State employes—to raise the money 
needed to meet the order of the Supreme Court. 
Len ‘Small had been Governdr only a short time 
when a scandal broke out in connection with the 
granting of licenses to practice medicine and phar- 
macy. Failure to pass examinations did not prevent 
unqualified persons from practicing under the State’s 
authority. The result was that a number of states 
served notice they would not permit physicians and 
pharmacists licensed under Small to practice within 
their boundaries. Public opinion forced the resignation 
of the head of the department issuing these licenses. 
The Len Small who takes so much credit for the 
Illinois highway system is the same Len Small who 
was responsible for its political gap roads. Speaking 
at Pana in the 1926 primary campaign, he said: “On 
the night of the election, I shall look at the votes cast 
and I will know that if you have voted for men for 
the Legislature who will stand with your Governor, 
you approve my program and that you want roads; 
(then) I will see to it that roads are built in your 
county and in your district.” So the gaps came to 
indicate districts which had not gone down the line. 
By men who would stand by “your Governor,” 
Small meant legislators who would vote for his bill 
to wreck Illinois’ civil service system, for his inde- 
fensible executive immunity act, exempting the Gover- 
nor from possible court ouster (repealed at the outset 
of the Horner administration), for his wasteful ap- 
propriation measures, for the many other instru- 
ments whereby he and his lieutenants, such as the 
discredited Big Bill Thompson, either defeated or 
hoped to defeat good government in Illinois. 

What Illinois thinks of Len Small stands clearly 
written in the returns of the primary of 1928, when 
he was overwhelmingly defeated for renomination, and 
of the election of four years ago, when Gov. Henry 
Horner’s vote over Small outdistanced that of Roose- 
velt ever Hoover in Illinois. 

It is nothing less than an affront to public decency 
that Small, under the circumstances, should again 
offer himself as a candidate for high office. It is 
no less of an affront for an organization which pro- 
fesses devotion to the cause of social justice to de- 
clare itself in favor of so notorious a spoilsman. 

If this is the sort of politica] activity in which 
Father Coughlin's organization is to engage, the coun- 
try cannot find it out too soon. 
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TWO WINDSHIELD WIPERS. 

It would help the cause of traffic safety, we believe, 
if every car were equipped with two windshield wip- 
ers. Cars in the high and medium-priced field most- 
ly are, but the low-priced cars have not yet got around 
to it. Since the famous three dominate the road— 
more than 70 per cent of the sales, according to 
latest figures—the need for this inexpensive device 
seems urgent. 

With more than half the windshield practically 
curtained in stormy weather, the effect is that of 
partially blind driving. It is impossible, certainly, 
when approaching a crossing to see traffic on the 
right. There is no visibility, or very little, on the 
right until the car has reached the intersection. The 
accidents chargeable to this condition have not, so 
far as we know, been computed, but the difficulty 
of such driving is, of course, a common experience. 
Two windshield wipers should be “standard equip- 
ment.”

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TRUE AMERICANISM. 


We face the fact that many people, recently 
converted to new and undemocratic forms of gov- 
ernment, are eager to bring about similar changes 
here in America. Some of their ideas may be 
new to us. Some may seem dangerous. Never- 
theless, believing in freedom of speech for others 
as well as for ourselves, we must not attempt 
to abuse or silence them. 

These words might have been written into a United 
States Supreme Court opinion by that grand old 
champion of human rights, the late Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. They might have been sent out over the 
country by the American Civil Liberties Union as a 
national appeal against Fascist tactics by local au- 
thorities in Florida, [llinois, Massachusetts or else- 
where. What makes them all the more meaningful, 
however, is the fact that they are instead a declara- 
tion of faith by members of the American Legion 
in New York County. 
That is understatement. It is more than meaning- 
ful for a group of Legionnaires to take this stand. 
It is an act which will raise the hopes of all those 
believers in the fundamental guaranties of the Bill 
of Rights who have watched with increasing regret 
the growth of a repressive policy within the Legion. 
The mistake which many Legion posts and not a 
few Americanization committees of the state depart- 
ments have made is to employ the equally un-Amer- 
ican methods of Fascism to oppose Communism and 
its advocates. If we are to defend democracy against 
the Communist way of life, we ought not to kill off 
democracy in the doing by using the strategy of 
Hitler and Mussolini. Our constitutional devotion 
to freedom of thought must niean, as Justice Holmes 
so well pointed out in the Schwimmer case, freedom 
not only for the thought with which we agree, but 
freedom for “the thought that we hate.” . 
The ringing statement of the New York County 
American Legion is welcome proof that its members 
understand this basic truth. Their support of the 
principles of the Constitution is more than talk. 
They know what the Bill of Rights means. May 
their faith in the American democracy spread not 
only to all Legion posts but to all patriotic societies. 
Their Americanism is true Americanism. 
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MARYLAND HAS ITS HOAX, TOO. 
The Republicans of Maryland are following the 
sorry example of the Republicans of Ohio in the 
matter of their State presidential preferential pri- 
mary. In Ohio, as we noted the other day, Robert 
A. Taft, son of the late former President and Chief 
Justice, is the “favorite son” candidate against Sen- 
ator Borah. In Maryland, the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee has pledged itself to work for a dele- 
gation committed to vote for Gov. Harry W. Nice 
of Maryland at the Cleveland convention “until re- 
leased by him.” 
The quoted words make it plain that the Mary- 
land Republicans realize that they are misusing the 
presidential primary of their State, to be held May 4. 
They do not expect Gov. Nice to be the Republican 
nominee and so they will work for a delegation 
pledged to him until he releases it. In other words, 
if the Republican leaders of Maryland have their way, 
the Maryland delegation will be available, after a 
complimentary vote or two, for the convention bosses 
to manipulate as they see fit.

TODAY AND TOMORROW

HE German peace plan, which was sub- 

mitted to the British Government on 

April 1, has the great virtue that it rec- 
ognizes how impossible it is to negotiate a 
new set of treaties unless something is done 
to restore belief in the value of treaties. This 
is the sticking point. 

Thus, if one believes that treaties will real- 
ly bind the European governments, there is 
no substantial difference between what Ger- 
Many proposes and what France proposes. 
The Germans wish to enter the League of 
Nations; that is, to bind themselves under 
its Covenant, The French also wish to have 
all the nations bound by the Covenant. The 
Germans then offer to sign 25-year pacts of 
non-aggression with each of their neighbors. 
The French insist on pacts of mutual as- 
sistance among the neighbors of Germany. 
What is the difference between these two 
kinds of pacts? The difference is that the 
German pacts would oblige Germany not to 
attack any of her neighbors. The French 
pacts would oblige Germany’s neighbors to 
defend each other if any one of them is at- 
tacked. 

. s od 
Now, the curious but significant point in 
this argument is that neither kind+of pact 
would be necessary if the Covenant were 
considered thoroughly binding. The Cove- 
nant is a universal pact of non-aggression. 
It is also a universal pact of mutual assist- 
ance. If Germany signs the Covenant, she 
cannot attack any of her neighbors without 
violating the Covenant. Therefore, the pro- 
posed German pacts of non-aggression are 
theoretically superfluous. On the other hand, 
since all of Germany’s neighbors are already 
bound by the Covenant, they must help each 
other if any one of them is the victim of 
aggression. Therefore, the French pacts are 
theoretically superfluous. 
The trouble is that nobody really believes 
that the Covenant will bind an aggressor, 
and nobody really believes that the victim 
will receive prompt and sufficient collective 
assistance. The French have, therefore, 
been working for a long time on special and 
specific treaties which will make it more 
certain that this mutual assistance will be 
given. 
The Germans object, realizing that these 
specific treaties refer to them. To the argu- 
ment that such specific military alliances 
are no danger to Germany unless Germany 
attacks, they very properly reply that spe- 
cial military alliances are always dangerous 
things. The French reply is that they are 
not so dangerous as leaving small states like 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Lithuania to face, 
without definite guaranties of assistance, 
the military power of Germany rearmed.

Thus, there is, so to speak, a two-way dis- 
belief in the value of treaties. The nations 
that feel themselves threatened look at Man- 
choukuo, at Ethiopia and at the Rhineland, 
and say that promises of non-aggression are

convince the British, and through them the 
French, that Germany can be trusted not to 
attack, and that, therefore, specific treaties 
of mutual assistance are unnecessary. It of- 
fers two basic reasons for trusting Germany 
without special measures to see that the 
promise is kept. 

The first of these is that these new trea- 
ties, negotiated on a basis of equality, would, 
in the words of the plan, be “free and thus 
sacred treaties.” The implication is that 
Germany, having freed herself from all the 
military and economic servitudes of the Ver- 
sailles regime, would henceforth have no 
grievance so great that it would call for a 
resort to force to remedy it. 

* . > 


This is what Germany’s neighbors do not 
believe. They think that Germany also 
means to change the territorial settlement at 
Versailles, in Central Europe, perhaps in 
Russia and in colonial Africa. They have to 
consider the testimony of Hitler’s book, of 
Dr. Rosenberg’s semi-official writings and 
of Dr. Goebbels’ propaganda. 

Yet this peace plan says in effect that 
Germany will be satisfied with full political 
equality. If that is true, then Germany has 
recently renounced the thesis that she is the 
victim of an economic inequality which can 
be remedied only by the realization of some 
sort of Pan-German empire. 

The authors of the German plan could 
not, of course, declare openly that Germany 
had renounced Pdan-German ambitions. But 
that is the impression they seek to convey, 
and the most interesting part of the memo- 
randum is the device they suggest for con- 
vincing the people of Europe that the pur- 
poses proclaimed in Hitler’s book are not 
any longer the purposes of Nazi Germany. 

They propose that France and Germany 
should agree, under the auspices of an inter- 
national commission, to control education 
and to censor the expression of opinion in 
order to create a friendly state of mind. They 
also propose that the two nations should 
ratify the new treaties by plebiscites.

The naivete of these proposals is so ab- 
solute that one can hardly question their sin- 
cerity. For here is Hitler saying to the 
French democracy: Set up a censorship and 
propaganda like mine, abolish your own civil 
liberties as we have done, and then let us 
compel our respective peoples to trust each 
other; moreover, to prove our good faith, let 
us hold elections, yours being free elections 
and ours the kind of elections we have just 
held. 

Yet in this astonishing suggestion the 
authors of the German plan have dimly re- 
alized the principle which alone could bring 
back confidence to Europe. The only trouble 
is that they have got the thing upside down. 
The remedy is not to abolish the freedom of 
France, but to restore it in Germany. If in- 
stead of proposing a censorship of French 
opinion, Hitler would abolish the censorship 
of German opinion, treaties ratified by free 
elections in both countries would indeed do 
much to promote a reconciliation. 

For the source of all the present fears in 
Europe is the absolutism of the German dic- 
tatorship. When the peoples who understand 
elections see the plebiscite in which 99 per 
cent of the votes are cast as Hitler orders, 
with no German permitted to say a word in 
opposition, they are undoubtedly impressed. 
But what impresses them is the terrible con- 
centration of power in one man, the com- 
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atmosphere which prevails in France

FINAL AFTERNOON 
SYMPHONY CONCERT 


Suite Arranged From Works of 
Francois Couperin Is 
Success, 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


HE St. Louls Symphony Orches- 
T tre played its final afternoon 

concert of the season yesterday 
at the Municipal Auditorium in an 
atmosphere of enthusiasm and 
good-will. Some of the unwonted 
responsiveness of the audience may 
be chargeable, perhaps, to the in- 
creased sonority of the orchestra, 
which for the first time was 
brought out to the edge of the apron 
formed by raising the floor of the 
orchestra pit. Undoubtedly there 
was a greater physical effective- 
ness in the body of sound produced 
under the new arrangement. But 
most of it was a sincere and spon- 
taneous tribute to Conductor Golsch- 
mann and his colleagues, a tribute 
that covered both the stimulating 
performance of the afternoon and 
a season of solid achievement. 


The novelty on the program was 
one of the most important that Mr. 
Golschmann has ever offered to a 
St. Louis audience. It was a suite 
for full orchestra arranged by Ro- 
land Manuel from the works of 
Francois Cotfperin, that eminent 
French predecessor of Sebastian 
Bach, who figures so prominently 
in histories of music and so little 
in modern programs. It was Mr. 
Manuel’s stated purpose to adapt 
this seemingly fragile material to 
the larger form without affecting 
its essential quality. With this end 
in view, he was careful to preserve 
intact, the melodies—though some 
of the ornaments had to be dis- 
carded—the harmonies and the re- 
lationships of the several voices. 
The important transformation was 
effected by making the range of 
color much wider and richer, and 
by giving the music greater mass 
and thicker texture. 


Result Satisfactory. 


The results were thoroughly en- 
gaging and proved conclusively 
that there are enduring values in 
Couperin’s music which have little 
to do with the _ speciai circum- 
stances under which they were 
composed and performed. Consid- 
ered pyrely as music, without refer- 
ence to what it may have expressed 
of its period, it has beauty, charm 
an deven strength. Mrs. Manuel’s 
suite is welcome then as an addi- 
tion to the orchestral repertoire. 


But undoubtedly the surface at- 
tributes of the original music 
have disappeared. This, it seems 
to me was inevitable for though 
the changes were quantitative 
changes the quality of preciosity 
and fragility underwent modifica- 
tions at the same time. One is no 
longer confronted with an inescapa- 
ble atmosphere of old world for- 
mality, such as would have hedged 
it about if it had been played by 
the harpsichord or a trio of strings. 


Mr. Manuel’s score showed a cen- 
sitive regard for the special tim- 
bres of each instrument he em- 
ployed and a finely wrought bal- 
ance. Mr. Golschmann presented 
it with both ardor and scrupulous 
care. 

The Couperin suite was played 
between Schubert’s “Rosamunde” 
and Rimsky-Korsakoff’s picture 
book version of a “Russian Easter” 
the latter being especially attrac- 
tive to the audience by reason of 
the newly found dynamics and col- 
or which the orchestra had  be- 
cause of its new seating arrange- 
ment. 

Second Part of Program. 

The Beethoven C Minor Sym- 
phony came after the intermis- 
sion. There may come a time when 
the driving strength and exuberant 
lyricism of this much handled mas- 
terpiece will became flat and un- 
profitable to a wearied ear. But 
that time seems remote. The per- 
emptory four notes still bring one’s 
heart into one’s throat and the 
scherzo with its introduction, s0 
full of terror and foreboding and 
its indescribable transition to the 
fourth movement is still one of the 
burning glories of music. With the 
exception of the first movement 
the orchestra played it as it should 
be played—as a relentless upward 
drive toward a jubilant conclusion. 
It was a fitting end to a success- 
ful season. The acoustic prob- 
lems offered by the hall will. still 
be a subject of experimentation no 
doubt. The bigger volume and in- 
creased brightness of the orches- 
tra at yestrday’s concert were un- 
mistakable but some of the instru- 
ments were affected more than 
others. But at least the orchestra 
no longer sounds as if one’s ears 
had been stopped with cotton.

Four Popular 


Older Dishes 


HALL old acquaintance be for- 
§ got—in the rush of new-fangled 

dishes? Well, hardly; one taste 
of these four old-fashioned staples 
in ‘satisfying fare and many a mod- 
errn successor, with perhaps more 
trimmings but questionably more 
taste and nourishment, is entirely 
forgotten. 


Cheese Pudding 
Six slices bread \%-inch thick. 


One-quarter cup butter or marga- 
rine, 


Two and one-half cups grated 
American cheese. 


Three eggs. 


Two and one-half cups bottled 
milk or 1% cups evaporated milk 
and 1% cups water.. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-quarter teaspoon dry or pre- 
pared mustard. 

Dash cayenne. 

Trim the crust from the bread, 
spread the slices with the butter, 
then cut them into 14-inch squares, 
Arrange in alternate layers with 
the grated cheese in a greased cas- 
serole, having cheese on top, Beat 
the eggs slightly, and add the milk, 
salt, mustard and cayenne, blend- 
ing thoroughly. Pour this mixture 
over the layers of bread and cheese 
in the casserole, and bake in a slow 
oven of 325 degrees F, for one hour 
and 30 minutes, or until a silver 
knife inserted in the center comes 
out clean, Serves six. 


Hot Cross Buns 


_ One cup bottled milk of one-half 
cup evaporated milk and one-half 


(cup water 


One-quarter cup melted fat 
One-third cup granulated sugar 


One-half teaspoon salt 

One teaspoon cinnamon 

One egg white, slightly beaten 

One egg, well beaten 

One compressed yeast cake soft- 
ened in two tablespoons lukewarm 
water 

One tablespoon granulated sugar 

One-half cup seedless raisins 

Trhee and one-half cups sifted 
flour 

Scald milk, add fat, one-third cup 
sugar and salt. Cool to lukewarm 
(85 degrees F.), Mix softened yeast 
and one tablespoon sugar, and stir 
into first mixture. Add egg, rais- 
ins and as much of the flour as 
can be stirred into dough. Place in 
greased bowl, cover and let rise in 
warm place (75 to 80 degrees F.) 
until double in bulk; toss on a 
floured ° rd and shape into two- 
inch balls. Brush each bun with 
egg white; cover and let rise as 
above. Bake in hot oven of 425 
degrees F. 15 minutes, cool, and 
make cross on top with icing. 
Makes two dozen buns. 


Lemon Meringue Pie 

Plain pastry 

One and one-half cups granulated 
sugar 

One-half cup flour 

Two tablespoons cornstarch 

One-half tablespoon salt 

Two and one-quarter cups boiling 
water 

Three eggs, separated 

Six tablespoons lemon juice 
Three tablespoons grated lemon 
rind 

Six tablespoons granulated sugar 

Line a nine-inch pie plate with 
pastry. Bake in hot oven of 450 
degrees F. 15 or 18 minutes. Mix 
the one and one-half cups sugar, 
flour, cornstarch and salt in top of 
a double-boiler; add boiling water, 
stirring constantly. Cook ten min- 
utes, stirring until thickened. Beat 
egg yolks and pour hot mixture 
over them, stirring constantly. Re- 
turn filling to double-boiler and 
cook five minutes. Remove from 
heat; add lemon juice and rind.

shell. Make a meringue of the egg 
whites and six tablespoons sugar 
and arrange on pie. Bake in slow 
oven of 300 degrees F. 30 minutes 
or until brown.
